Next Mark Preſton, Mr Smizh,Dennk Gliſſon, Mr. More and 
Mathew Turner (Who were ſent for in Cuſtody) Being — to 
the Bar, Tus Oates is called in & asked, what he had to ſay to 
the Perlons at the Bar, who looking on Marte Preſton ſaid, 
he was a Romiſn Prieſt, and be ing àsked how he knew it, he 
ſaid he had been at Confeſſion with the ſaid Marke at 
Wilde bouſe, and that he had Confeſſed to the ſaid Marke 
Preſton as a Prieſt, All which the ſaid Marł Pre ſton denied, 
alleadging he is a Married Man and bath Children, and is no 
Prieſt, and being asked when and where he was Married, he 
ſaid he was Married abovt 11 Years ſince in Mr. Langhorng 
Chamber in the Temple by a Prieſt, who went by the Name;

Then the ſaid perſons being all Commanded to withdraw, 
the Houſe made theſe Orders following.

This Repott only relates to M illiam Bedloes Teſtimony, and

Godfrey was miffing ) Mr. Le Phajre met him this Deponent 
about Four of the Clock in Grays-Inn-walks, and appointed 
to meet him again in the ſame place about Four of the Clock 
the next day to do that buſineſs, that upon taking the Sacra- 
ment to do it, he this Deponent ſhould have the Money paid 
to himſelf or ro any Friend he ſhould name, bur he this De» 
pouent not liking'the deſign failed of meeting him; the next 
Nigh. after b:ing Sunday he met Mr. Le Phaire again by acei- 
dent in Fleet. ſtreet, going into Red lyon Court about Five of 
the Clock, Mr. Le Phaire then deſired him not to fail of meet. 
ing him the next Night (being Monday) about the ſame 
hour at the Palsgrave Head Tave:n, that he might imploy this 
Deponent in ſome other ſpecial buſineſs, but this Deponent 
came rarer than the time appointed and ſo failed to meet him, 
but left word at the Bat of that Tavern that he would meet 
bim at Eight of the Clock in the Cloiſtero? Sommer ſet 5 
Court, and accordingly betwixt Eighc and Nine of the Clock, 


this Deponent came thither and found Le Phaire walking 


there, who ſaid he had ſtaid almoſt an hour tor him. They paſt 
the time there about half an hour, Le Phaire bo him how much 
the Church of Rome and the Pope were obliged to bim, and what 
rewards he ſhould have for bu ſecrecy and fidelity to them, 
Afterwards he deſired him this Dep8nent to walk into the 
midſt of the Court, where he the ſaid Le Phaire might ſay 
ſomething to this Deponent, and no Body over hear ir, and 
there he told this Deponent that the Perſon who he was to Kill 
was Killed, and that his Body then lay in Sommerſer-bouſe , 
and that he did believe that the excuſe which this Deponent 
had made him before for not coming to the Murtheriog of him 
was real, and that he knew his fidelity was ſuch, that he ſhould 
have half the Reward, if he would help to carry the Body to a 
place where they had choſe to lay him. 
This Deponentasked to know firſt, who were to be the Per- 
ſons that were to go with him, Le Phaire told him they were 
bimſelf, Mr. Walib the Lord Bellaſit Gentleman, Mr. 4thins 
( Pepis Clerk ) and one that he hath often ſeen in the Queens 
Chappel, and did believe to be one that belonged to the Chap- 
pel. Then Le Phaire brought 1his Deponent by tbe Hand in the 
dark through the Entry into that Room which be shewed the Duke of 
Monmouth, end knocked [oftiy with his Finger at the Door, and 
when it was opened Le Lhaire led thisDeponent into it which was 
dark, Le Pbaire then pulled a dark Lamborn from under his Coat

Mr. Walſh and ibe other Perſon be ſaw often in the Chappel, and 
the other two owned themſelves the one to be the Lord Bellafis Ser. 
vans, and the other to be Mr. Atkins ( Pep Glerk ). 

And this Deponeat faich, that they did agree to carry the 
Body in a Chair to the corner of ¶ Iarendon houſe, and there 
ro put him in a Coach to carry him to the place where he was 
found, having concluded this they agreed to carry bim off at 
Eleven of the Clock the ſame night, then ſome of them turn- 
ing about they throwed eff a Cloak that lay upon him, and 
ſhewed this Deponent the Body, This Deponent asked them 
whe it was, they told him it was aa old man that belonged to 
a Perſon of Quality, who had taken ſome Examinations tend - 
ing to the Diſcovery of their deſign, this Deponent asked 
them further, why it was not more proper to Kill the Perſon of 
Quality himſelf, they anſwered no, for this man had the Ex. 
aminations in his own Cuſtody, and that their defign of ger. 
ting him thither, was to get him to ſend for them by fair 
means or fowl, and then they did not queſtion but the next 
Examination would be ſ6 contrary to that, it would appear 
upon their Tryals two ſeveral Stories, and when they ſhould 
be brought ro Tryal upon the latter Examivation, they would 
produce the former to contradi& ĩt, that ir might ſeem partiali- 
ty to the World, upon which reaſons the D-ponent ſeemed 
ſatisfied, and asked them where they Killed him, they told him 
at Sommerſcs houſe. 

Then this Deponent begged their pardon for half an hour 
and he would walt on them again, but this Deponent went a4 
way and came no more, but the next day abour Eleven of the 
Clock this Deponent met Le Phaire by accident,croſfing Lin- 
colns-Inn Fields, and then they went together unto the Grey. 
hound Tavern in Fleet-ffreet, Le Phaire (putting hi Cane up 
to hi Noſe) ſaid he had ſomething to (ay to bim, Le Phaire there 
charged thk Deponent ſor not coming 1he laſt Night according 10 
bh promiſe, thi Deponent told him he was unwilling to come be- 
cauſe be knew the Perſon. Le Phaite asked him then who it was, 
this Deponent told him it was Fuſtice Godfrey, Le Phaire then 
acknowledged it was ſo, and he ws: willing to diſpenſe with this 
Deponents Rot coming, if be would aſſure him of bis Fidelity, 

This Deponent then asked Le Phaire how they got him thl- 
ther and where they found him, Le Phaire told him that him- 
ſelf, Val ih and the Lord Bellafis Gentleman met him by the 
Kings bead Inn in the Strand, croffing the ſlreet about Five of 
the Clock, and told him that if he would pleaſe to go with 
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them ſo far as Strand bridge, they would bring him to a place 
near St. Clements Church, where there were a Company met, 
principal Plotters of that deſign againſt the King, and there 
(if be would go preſently he might take them and the princi- 
pal of their Papers, be anſwered that he thought it not con- 
venient to go himſelf, but he would ſend his Warrant and the 
Conftable, they told him if he did make ſo much delay they 
might be gone, and that if he would walk up ſo far as Strand 
bridge, one of them would go and call a Conſtable to bim 
there, and he migh: give his Order preſently, whereupon he 
walked with them ſo far as Sommerſet-houſe, and there they 
made a halt, then told him it would be lels obſerved if he walk- 
ed in Sommer ſet houſe then to ſtand in the ſtreet, and thereupon 
two of them walked in with him, and the other pretended to 
go call a Conſtable, and when they had walked a turn or two 
in the Court, two more perſons came forth and ſhoyed him 


into a Room, and when they had him ſecure there, they held 


2 Piſtol to him, threatnjng if he made a noiſe they would 
ſhoot him, bur if he would anſwer their Ezpectation, they 
would do him no harm. Then they asked him to ſend for thoſe 
Examinations he had taken about thoſe that were committed, 
he anſwered they were not in his power for he had ſent them to 
Whitehall, upon that and his refufing to anſwer other queſtions 
they ſeized him and ſtifled him with a pillow, and ſo they 
thought he had been dead but coming into the Room ſometime 
after they found him firugling, and then they ſtrangled him 
with a long Cravar,(which Cravat the Deponent ſaw the Men- 
day at Night about his neck)then this Deponent asked Le Phaire 
why they carryed him into the Fields, and what they deſigned 
by it, he anſwered that thy had made a Wound in his Body 
and laid his Sword by him that it ſhould ſeem he had Killed 
himſelf, and that they did not queſtion1bat the diſcovery of 
Killing him would ever bave been made, neither did they doubt 
but their deſign would have its effect, then Le phaire told this 
Deponent that as he would be anſwerable to Chriſt Jeſus at the 
laſt day, he ſhould be faithful to the cauſe and ſo they parted, 

The ſame time Mr. Atkins being called in before Mr. Bed- 
loe, Mr. Bedloe ſaith that he is in all things very like the Perſon 
he law in the Room with Sir EAmondbury Godfries dead Body, 
and he doth verily believe it was him that owned himſelf to be 
Pep his Clerk, but becaufe he never ſaw him before that time 
he cannot poſi: ively {wear it, but he doth verily believe him to 
be that man. Ee.

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The further Examinations of William Bedloe being ſworn at 
the Bar. 


The Lady Abb of the Englisb Nuns in Dunkirk, ſent me 
to St. Omers with a Letter to Sir Fobn Warner and the other 
Jeluits, which Letter I opened and found in it I was recom- 
mended (a man wholly fit to be imployed in the defign) then 
thoſe Jeſuirs ſent me to Antwerp to Father Yor fley, to be in- 
formed by degrees of the part I was to have in it, when he bad 
as he thought confirmed me to ſecreſie, he ſent me to Doway 
with a Letter in a Language I did not know, where the Monks 
after ſeveral ways ſifcing me declared to me, that now was 4 
defien in band to make England happy bothto Body and Soul, and 
that being juſt to the cauſe, I should not only enjoy infallibly Hea- 
ven, but raiſe my (elf and my Family to 4 fortune equal to what I 
should expeRt, if I continued faithful to the end. Then they (ent 
me to England to Father Hartcourt a qe ſuit lodging in Duke 
ſtreet with a Letter in Latin, after they had given me the 823 
crament Four times upon the charge of ſecreſie, when 1 came 
to London [ was provided for by Mr. Hartcourt, what he im- 
ployed mein was to fetch and bring Polt Letters, which I did 
in abundance for Four Moneths time, then he ſent me to PA. 
r, I being ſent for by the Monks there, who immcdiatly ſent 
me again for Englaed with a very great Pacquer of Letters, and 
directed to Mr, Vaughan of Court field in Monmouth: sbire, the 
reſt that were incloſed were to Mr, Vaughan of Hpper Roſe, to 
Mr. Mil born of Monmouth, to Mr. Fames near Monmouth, to 
Mr. Charles Winter, and to Mr. Gbarles Price, who is Steward 
to my Lord Marqueſs of Worceſter, their Order was as Mr. 
Vaughan told me to conſult with ſome others, and to ſend their 
reſult over by Mr. Pritchard, that at Rome and all places be- 
yond the Seas the buſineſs went on very well, as they did not 
queſtion but that it did aſwel in England and Ireland, ater Mr, 
Vaughan had told me this, I came for Lenden where I ſtaid con- 
verſing with Mr. Hartcourt, Mr. Le Phaire and other letuits 
till Winter was over, iben they ſent me to St. Omers, from 
thence to Doway, where Mr. Gage the Rector of the Engliib 
Colledge, there told me after he had confirmed what great re- 
wards were deſigned for me, and how much I had merited from 
Chriſt and the Bleſſed Virgin, that in 4 Tear or ſomething more 
they did not at all queftion but to be eftablished at Chriſt ¶ hurch 
Colledge in Oxford, an i to ſee England flourisb in tbe true Re- 
ligion of Rome. Then I demanded what they would do with 
the King, he an wered they would keep him well in a Con-

vent, then I demanded who ſhould govern in Chief, then he 
told me there ſhould be a render made to one of the Crown, 
it be would acknowledg it from the Church, but they did be- 
lieve he would not accept it, and then the Government 
ſhould be left to ſome Lords that the Pope would appoint, 
which Lords name: he would not tell me but ſaid I ſhould 
know it from the Monks at Park, when I came there they ſent 
me to Spain, with Letters to the Rector of the Colledge of 
Irish Jeluits at St. Fagoe, and they ſent me with a Letter to be 
given to Mr. Harte ourt in Characters, fince which time I hae 
been in England, and from Le Phaire and Wali, Pruchard and 
Lew, I have underſtood that the Lords who were to govern, 
were my Lord Arundel ot Marder as Chief, my Lord Bellaß⸗ 
as General with Mr. Thimbleby of Ernbam with ſeveral others, 
. whereof Sir Ratcliffe was one was to command inthe 
North, and to receive from Flanders ten thouſand Men to be 
landed at Bradlington Bay, aud the firſt thing they deſigned 
was by a correſpondency they had in Hull to ſurpriſe that Ga- 
riſon, and that my Lord Powk joyned with my Lord Petre, Mr. 
Vaughan of upper roſe, Mr. Charles Winter, Mr. Charles Mil- 
born of Monmouth,and Chancellor Fames near Monmouth, were 
to meet at a certain place in Rednorsbire in $0uthwales wir 
another Army, and to march to Pembrook-4bire to meet with 
[Twenty or Thirty Thouſand Men, who were to land at AMit- 
ford haven from the Groin in Spain, which Army was to be Re- 
ligious Men and Pilgrims from St. Fagoe in Spain. Upon this 
deſign being juſt ready to be put in Execution the deſign againſt 
the Kings Perſon was diſcovered, when immediatly come, Mr. 
Le Phairc to me, and made me take the Sacrameut with a 
great Benediction to continue ſecret to the cauſe, Then I 
demanicd of bim and Mr. Lewis another Feſuit, why they did 
conceal the deſign againſt the King from me, and they both an- 
ſwered me it was my Lord Bellaſis Order, that none should know 
it but the ſe that were to be the Actors in it. Then I asked of them 
bow and where it was to be done, they ſaid it was deſigned ſe- 
veral ways, and at ſeveral times, but the certain way they 
pitched upon was in bis Morning walks at New Market, and 
that Mr. Conyers had taken ir upon bim to do it, and Mr, 
Keines to Kill the Duke of Monmowh, Pritchard the Duke of 
Buckingham, Mr. Knight wy Lord $haftesbury, Mr Oncale my 
Lord Oſſery, and one whoſe name I. have forgotten the Duke 
of Ormond, and when theſe perſons were Killed they did not 
que itlon the power of the reſt or their Councels, but that they 
ihou:d out do them, for they would give ſuch great pay that 
3 ioris of Male contents, and leo le that depended on their 
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fortune would be ready to ſerve them; but whateyer ſhould 
happen, their power as they had laid ir would be ſufficient, for 
they had Forty thouſand men ready in London, beſides thoſe that 
would on the Alarum be poſted at every Ale · houſe door, to have 
killed rhe Soldiers as they came out of their Quarters,” Then 1 
a:ked them where they were provided with Monty to anſwer 
all this, they laid that my Lord Stafford, and Mr, Coleman, 
and Ireland bad money enough to go through all this, and 
tbat ſeyeral Gentlemen in England had great ſumms to con- 
tribute to it, then I asked them what place they would ſecure 
in the Weſt, they told me the Cattle of Chepftow was to be de- 
livercd upto Mr. Charles Winter, by the Governor Captain 
Spalding, and my Lord of Worcefters Steward Mr. Charles 
Price, then. I told them I did believe that my Lord of Vor. 
ceſter, and the Earl of *hrewsbury, and the Duke of Norfolk 
had a great part in this deſign; they told me no, for they durſt 
never attempt to diſcover it to either of them, and to many 
more they could wiſh to favor them, and that Mr. Charles Price 
had told them they ſhould never attempt my Lord of Vorce- 
ſter, for he knew it would be impoſſible to bring him to it, but 
that they would be diſtovered if he knew it, then I 2sed him 
why they gave ſuch great credit to Mr. Price, they ſaid becauſe 
he had been one of the principal Perſons in contriving the de- 
Ggn, and one whoſe. Wiſe Councels was the moſt obſerved in 
England, I anſwered I thought him 'a wan fitter indeed for a 
Councellor than a Soldier, they ſaid it would not appear ſo if 
I knew what good and ingenious Arms he had preſented all the 
Lords concerned with, but that his own Councel was what 
they had bui;ded much upon, and they thought him one of 
the wileſt men in Orders in the World. 

Atter this diſcourſe we parted, and about two days after I 
met Mr. Le Phaire, who told me 1 ſhould receive the reward of 
Four Thouſand pound being one as would Murther a man,and 
that ir was my Lord Bellaſs Order for what ever they had em- 
ployed me in, aſwel in all other matters as in this, and more 
they have always told me, that when their deſign was to be be- 
gun, we ſhould all receive our Commiſſions from my Lord 
rellafis with a benediction from the Pope annexed to it, and 
when I bave often demanded of them how they would eſtab- 
liſh the Government, they always anſwered fecurely enough, 
for they did intend utterly to extinguiſh all ſorts of People, that 
would not really be converted to the Church of Rome, and to 

rove it, perſecute their neereſt Relations that were obſtinate, 


have no more to ſay to what I can now temember, but then 
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was I ſolicited to murther, which account I have given ig to 
the Committees of Lords. 

And further, that I have been aſſured by Mr. Le Phaire, 
that Mr. Conycys who bad undertaken to kill the King, is the. 
Lord Bellsfis Confeſſor, and that Mr, Le Phaire hath often 
told me that Mr. Le Phaire juſt now came from my Lord gel- 
i:fis with ſuch and ſuch Orders; and alſo that Mr. Le Phaire 
hath often told me, that when any perſag that was concern- 
ed inthe Plat was impriſoned, that by one means or other, 
they would kill them before they ſhould come to their Tryals, 
though they burned the Priſons where they were in Cuftody, 
ard that Geryſey and Ferſey were to be ſurprized by a power 
from Breſt aud other places of France, and that ſeveral 
French Ships have lain in ard about the Channel all this Sum- 
mer upon the ſame occaſion, And further, Mr. Le Phaire, 
Mr. riicbhard, Mr. Lewis, Mr. Rains, and Mr. Walſh in 
England, ard Mr. Letham, Mr. $1apleton, Mr. Sheldon, and 
Dr. Gage Rector of the Engliſh Colledge in Doway, 2nd others 
have often told me that there was not a Roman (,atbolick in 
England of avy Quality or Credit, but was acquainted with 
this Deſign of the Papiſts, and had received the Sacrament 
from their Father Conte ſſots to be ſecret and aſſiſtant in the 
carrying of it on. 

November the 9th 1678. Captain Hawlcy, Enſign of the 
Kings Regiment of Foot-gards, being called ia ro the ſame 
Committee of Lords, ard ſworn by the Lord Marqueſs of 
Wincheſter, as a Juſtice of the Peace; inthe preſence of the 
laid Committee informed their Lordſhips, that he was upon 
the Guard at Sommer ſet-houſe that Saturday that Sir Ed- 
mondbury Godfry was miſting, and as he was walking with Mr. 
Franck Kuſſel in ſome Room wherein the State ſtands within 
the Guard- Chamber; two elderly men came to one Dukes, 
who was alſo in that Room, and immediately after Mr, 
Dukes came to this Deponent, and Mr. Ruſſel, and told them 
that they muſt withdraw, for that the Queen deſired to be 
private, and ſaith that this was about five of the Clock. 

The Information of Hemy Berry, Porter of the Gate «t 
Sommerſet-houſe, taken by the Right Honorable the Mar- 
gueſs of Winton. th& 11 day of November 1678. as follow- 
eth, viz. | 

That about the 12, 13, or 14. of Offober laſt, this Depo® 
nent had Orders to tell all perſons cf Quality that came to 
the Gate, that the Quecn deſired to be private, and that 
the Pjince can e to the Gate, but could not be admitted, ard 
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this Deponent ſaith, that the Queen contigued ſo private 
for two days. 

The Informations of Mrs. Diana Salvin, and Mrs. Elizabeth 
Salvin taken as aboveſaid, who being ſworn, lay, that they 
do both know Mr, Le Phaire, and Mr, Walſh, and have ſeen 
them with Mr. Bedlee at their houſe, and that Mr. Walsb 
hath twice ſaid Maſs at their houſe, when Mr. Bedloe hath 
been preſent, and that Mr, Bedloe did acquaint them of Ten 
pound which Mr, Le Phaire lent unto Mrs, Hern of Eſſex- 

reed. 

Fobn Saunders being ſworn and examined by the Right 
Honorable the Lord Marqueſs of Vinton, one of the Juſtices 
of the Peace for the County ot Middleſex, faith, that 
this Deponent bath ſeen Mr. Le Phaire in company with Mr, 
Bedloe, and that he was bound with Mrs. Hern untoa Sbooe- 
maker for Ten pound, which money Mr, Le Phaire brought, 
and took the Bond in the Shooemakers name, and Mr. Le 
Phaire was a witneſs unto the ſame Bond together with Mr. 
Bedloe, 

The Information of Alexander Oldis, taken the 12. of No- 
vember, 1678, before the Right Honorable the Marqueſs of 
Winchefter, one of His Majeſtles Juſtices of the Peace for 
the County of Middleſex ; he ſaith, that he in the company 
of William Bedloe, about Six Weeks ſince did bear Maſs ſaid 
in the houſe of Mr. Salvin in Eſſex Buildings, by a middle 
ſized man, with Pockboles in his Face, he wears a Perriwig 
which he pur off when he put on his Veſtments to ſay Mas, be 
knoweth nor his name. 

The Examination of Charles Atkins Eſquire, taken upon 
Oath before me one of His Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace 
for the County of Middleſex, and Liberty of Weſtminſter, this 
Firſt of November 1678. 

Saith, hat in Derby houſe being in diſcourſe with Samuel 


Atkins (Clerk to Mr, Pepis Secretary of the Admiralty) 


the ſaid Samuel did ſay, that Sir Edmondbury Godfrey had 
very much villified his Maſter, and that if he lived long,

He Houſe being informed that the Lord Mayor of Low- 
don was attending their Lordſhips pleaſure at the 
door, he was called in, and being come to the Bar, the 
Lord Chancellour did let him know the Information of Wil. 
liam Sorocoale againſt him, to which his Lordſhip ſaid, that 
William Sorocoale had told the truth, but not the whole truth, 
for ke did come to him for a Warrant to apprehend a Romiſh 
Prieſt, but could not tell his name, only told him the Prieſt 
was at one Mr Clouds houſe, his Lordſhip told Serocoale he 
knew the man very well, and offered to fend for him while 
Sorocoale was preſent, and accordingly he did ſend for Mr.

Aft for the more effeual preſerving the Kings Perſon and Go- 
verument, by diſabling Papifts from fitting in either Houſe of 
Parliament, without which they = them(elves unable te pre-

3. As to the Addreſs of a Reward to ſuch Perſon or Perſons 
as ſhall diſcover what is become of Mr. Powel, who hath been 
ſometime miſſing, and of whom there are ſtrong preſumptions 
that he is murthered, His Majeſty looks on this as imperfect, 
ſuppoſing tlie Reward is not intended to be given to ſuch as 
ſhall diſcover where he is if Living, and having withdrawn 
himſelf upon bis own occaſions, but if he be mur chered or de- 
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gainſt His Majefties Perſon or Government, 
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He Houſe being moved, that a blank Order of Attach- 

ment of ſome P-rio-15 ſuſpected to be guilty of the hor- 
rid defign againſt His Majeſties Perſon may be iſſued, and 
that the Lords Committees for Examining Witneſſes in Or- 
der to the Diſcovery of the ſaid horrid deſigu 2gainit His Ma- 
jeſties Perſon may be inttuſted to inſert the names of the Per- 
ſons to be Attached, as alſo of the Perſons who ſhall Execute 
the ſaid Order to prevent a diſcovery and eſcape of the ſaid 
Perſons, upon confideraticn had thereof, It is Ordered, by 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament Aſſembled, 
that ſuch à blank Order of Attachment, ſhali be iſſued ſo as 
among the names to be inſerted, the faid Lords Committees 
inlert not the name of any Peer cf this Realm to be attached 
by vertue thereof. 

The Lord Caringion being in bis place, acquainted the Houſe 
that he was informed his name was ſpoke of io the Houle of 
Commons, as if he had been guilty of the horrid deſign againſt 
His Msjeſſy, which he abhors, and that His Lord ſhip hears 
there is a Warrant out againſt him from the Lord Chief Ju- 
ſtice ef England, his Lordſhip pleaded bis innocence and ſu3- 
mitted bimſclf to their Lordſhips pleaſure, 

Hereupon the Houſe ſent to the Lord Chief Juitice to come, 
that they may receive an accauat tre him of the buſineſs, 
who deirg come did let the Houſe krew tbat being ſent for 
Veſterday by the Houſe of Commons, he tock the Ex2mina- 
tion of /iRtam Bedloe upon Qath in the Speakers Chamber, 


who (among other Perſors) accuſed the Lord Caringtun to 


be with feveral other confi:erable Perlons, in a confederacy 
tor raiſing money and men to carry on the defign againſt the 
Kings Perion and Governmenr, Aud that William Bedloe 
laid in his Examination he knew the Lord Brudnel and that he 
1s in the Conſpiracy, and that the Lord, Brudnel told Eedlee 
ne was then goirg into the North ro further it, ard thar the 
1.10 Cirirgton was to raiſe F:ve I boufand Pound, and a pro- 
j ortionable number of men to joyn therein wich the Lord Bel. 
alt, rbatike Lord Chir? Juſtice did iflue wut his Warrant for 
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the Lord Carington to come before him, and dellvered it to 
the high Conſtable, who was to ſeek rhe Lord Carington late 
laſt night and early this Morning, but could not meet with 
him, that the Lord Chief Juttice did intend to come yeſter- 
day to give this Houſe an account of bis proceedings, but the 
H. ule was up. | 

After conlideration had hereof, the enſuing queſtion being 
put, whether that the Lord Garington ſhould be Committed 
to the cuſtody of the Black Rod, upon the Information given 
by rhe Lord Chief Juſtice, it was reſolved in the Affirmative. 

iu pon Information received this day from the Lord Ghief Fuftice

I his Day Charles Price, who was one of thoſe Perſons ſent 
for to be taken into cuſtody by the Serjeant at Arms, about 
the late horrid deſign was brought to the Bar, and being asked 
whether he knew Mr. Spalding the under Governor of Ghepſtow 
Caſtle, be ſaid he did, then be was told, that he was charged 
with confederacy to deliver up Chepſtow Caltle ro the Earl of 
Pow, which he denyed, was Ordered to withdraw, where- 
upon the Houſe made this Order. 

Whereas Charles Price, who was to be taken into cuſtody 
by the Serjcant at Armes attending this Houſe, hath this day 
appeared at the Bar denying what is charged on bim, It is 
Ordered, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parlia- 
ment fſembled, that the ſaid Charles Price ſhall ſtand com- 
m:tred to the Priſon of the Kings Bench, there to remain in 
ſate cuſtody till further Order, and that the Serjeant at Arms 
attending this Houſe, or bis Deputies take care to convey him 
to the ſaid Prilon, and this ſhall be a ſufficient Warrant on 
that behalf.

He Lord Marqueſs of Winton Reported two Examinati- 
ons, one «f Oliver du Figucitt, the other of Franck 
Verdier, which were read as followeth.

And after that Mr. Cole- 
man was put in Priſon, Mounſeur La Columbiere took his Ser- 
vant again and ſent away the Nephew of Mr. Coleman and went 
to live in the Country, Further I know that ꝗtounßeur La Co- 
lumbiere bath great Correſpondence with Father Le Cheſe, and 
with Cardinal Bovillon. 

2, Monſieur La Columbiere told me to induce me to his Re- 
ligion, that if I made ſo much difficulty the King would not 
hinder me to make choice of the Roman Catbolick Religion, 
— he knew very well that the King was a Catholic ł in his 

cart, 

3. Furthermore, when I repreſented to him that the Par- 
liament would not ſuffer pervertion in England, Monſieur Ls 
Columbiere ſaid to me, that if the Parliament oppoſed Reman 
Catholicks, the King would diſſolve it, and further that the 
Parliament ſhould not be always Maſter, he told me allo that 
I ſhould ſee in a little time all England changed, which alſo 
was confirmed to me many times by his Servant. 

4. And as I had a deſign to go ſtudy at Cxford in order to be 
a Miniſter, he turned me from it in repreſenting to me that if 
I went to ſtudy at Oxford, I ſhould fill my mind with the Er- 
rors, which the Divinity of Oxford teacheth contrary to the 
Holy Scripture, and if I would return iato France, he would 
by the means of Father La cbeſe Jeſuit and Confeſſor to the 
King of France place me to ſtudy ia the Colledge of Clermont, 
and alſo that he did write to Parù to a Jeſuit in the abſence of 
Father La Cheſe, whoſe anſwer read my ſelf in Monſieur Ls 
Columbiers Chamber, and alſo that he had told the Duke of 
Tork that be had turned me from my purpoſe of being a Mini- 
ſter, and ſaid that his Highneſs expreſt much ſatisfaction in ir, 
which ſurprized me much, but then Monſieur Ls Columbiere 
told me that I ought not to wonder at that, leeing bis Highneſs 
wis a Catholick and received often the Sacraments, this allo 
was confirmed to me by his Servant. 

5. Moreover Monfieur La Columbiere hath received many 
abjurations in his Chamber as well of French as of English, 
and alſo ſpoke im his Chamber with an Engliſh Gentleman 
whom he ſent into France to pervert by means of Cardinal 
Bovillon, 

6, That Monſieur Drevill a French man carryed to Monſieur 
La Columbiere an Engliſn Merchant ro pervert him, whom 
Mon- 
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Monþeur La Columbiere was to ſend into France aud his Family 
to the Cardinal Bovillon. ; 

7. That Monſieur La Columbiere lends ſecretly Prieſts into 
Virginia, amongſt others Maccarty an Irith Prieſt, who was 
carryed by La Golumbiers Servant, and by his Order to Mon- 
fieur La Choquee who lives at the Savoy, and allo La Columbiere 
told me that he defired to go thither, 


This is all that I can affitm upon Oath, 


8, Furthermore, that La Columbiere hath made Maſs to be 
ſaid at Mr. Robert Angiers by Macharty every Sunday and Ho- 
ly day and alſo in the Country, 

9. That La Columbiere bath ſeduced Monfieur Salamon a 
Miniſter at the Savoy to put him into a Convent, and another 
Perſon that was come with an intention to enter into the Mi- 
niſtry, La Columbizre bath ſent them into France, and gave 
them money in Picardy in his Servant Lieures houſe, and then 
they were to paſs to Rome by the means of Cardinal Bouillon. 

This is all I can affirm upon Oath, and in the preſence of 
rhe parties.

a Papilt, and that he bath not been at Sommerſet-houſe theſe 
ſeven years, bur cnce to ſee the Captain of the Guards about 
a year and halt ſince, and being aisked whether he knows Mr, 
Charles Price, he confeſled he did, but being charged with a 
Conſpiracy to render up Chepſtow Caſtle to the Earl of Pow 
he denyed it, aud further {aid he knows not his Lordſhip nor 
cycr received any Letter from him. 

Then William Bedloe being brought to the Bar with him, 
ſaid, that Captain Spalding was to deliver up Chepſtow Caſtle 
to Charles Winter for the Earl of Pow, and being asked how 
he knew ir, he ſaid Sic Henry Tichborne told him fo at Paris 
about two years ſince, and Walſh and Le Phaire told him ſo 
alſo, and that Captain Spalding told him three years ſince up- 
on the Road travelling with him toward Abergavenny, that 
the Lord Brudnel had got him into Chepſtom Caitle upon that 
Deſigu, to which Captain Spalding ſaid he never heard any 
thing of the delivery of Chepſtow Caltle ro Charles Winter till 
now. 

Then James Bedloe (Brother to William Bedloe) being cal- 
le in and ſworn, ſaid he ſaw Captain Spalding at Maſs in Som- 
merlet-houſe about rbree years ago, ant being asked whether he 
{tw him kneel or beat bis Breaſt, he ſaid he (aw him in the poſture 
of bowing as other People were with his hand on hs Breaſt. 

Then Captain Spalding denyed chis Accutation, ard faid, 
that he goes to Caurch, and that about Four years ſince he 
received the Sacrament and Telt, and hath a Certificate of 
ir, but he cannot ſay he bath r2ceived the Sacrament face, 
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Upon which they being withdrawn the Lords made this fol- 
lowing Order. 

Whereas Franck Spalding, who was to be taken into cuſto- 
dy by the Serjeant at Armes attending this Houſe, hath this 
day appeared at the Bar, denying what is charged on him, it 
is Ocdered, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parlia- 
ment Aſſembled, that the ſaid Franc Spalding ſhall ſtand

He Marqueſs of Vinten Reported, from the Lords Com- 
E mittees appointed to Examine Perſons and Papers con- 
cetning the horrid deſign againſt His Majeſties Perſon and 
Government, the depotition of William Smith as followeth. 
William Smith Wine-cooper being Sworn and Examined, 
ſaith, that Yeſterday was ſevennigkt betwixt Eleven and 
Twelve of the Clock, Mr. Fames Hoare of the Mint in the 
Tower, very importunately held this Deponent by the hand, 
and would make him go to Dinner with him to a Friends 
Houle of his who lives in Goodmans Fields, and this Deponent 
faith, that about three or four ot the Clock aſter Dinner, the 
ſaid Mr. Hoare took this Deponent again by the hand, and moſt 
importunately deſired this Deponent, to go along with him to 
Mr. Thomas Beacons houſe a Merchant in Headen-yard in the 
Minories, and when this Deponent came firſt into the Houſe 
there were about Seven or Eight men going out of a Room, 
when this Deponent and Mr. Hoare came into it, who went 
preſently out of it, only Mr. Beacon ſtayed aud entertained 
this Deponent, and Mr. Hoare very kindly, where they had 
brought two Bottles of Wine, and both the ſaid Mr, Beacon 
and Mr, Hoare did return every glaſs of Wine to this Deponent, 
with theſe words, confuſion to the Pope, and did both of them 
expreſs 4 very great gindne(s unto th Deponent, and Mr. Hoare 
did often kiſs him, and raking him by the hand ſaid (Will) thou 
art a very honeſt man, I dare truſt thee with any thing, and told 
this Deponent, that he had Two Hundred Blunderbuſſes and other 
Armes at his Houſe already.

The information of Thomas Palmer of Hunſlett Hall, and 
Edward Walmſley bis Nephew of the ſame, raken upon Oath 
before us the 22th.

The Scope of the Bill relateth not onely to remove Papiſts 
out of both Honſes of Parliament, but alſo from the Court, as 
appeareth both by the preamble aud body of the Bill, and the 
Danger of His Majeſly may reaſonably be ſuppoſed to be 
chiefly in his Court and the ſafety of his perſon, the Com- 
mons think ought more to be conſidered, then any reſpects to 
any perſon whatſoever.

To which he anſwered that he had his Papers returned to 
him, but he was under reſtraint and defired his Lord ſhip, that 
he would be pleaſed to acquaint the Committee, that he had 
ſomething material to {ay to the m, of all which che Lord Mar- 
queſs informed the Committee, and their Lordſhips thereupon 
ſent for him, who confirmed all this upon Oach, and upon 
the ſame Oath declared that the Lord Marqueſs then asked 
thoſe and no otker queſtions of him, and further ſaith, that 
he believes all the Papers are returned unto bim, and as to 
his reſtraint that both his own Servants were put away, that 
he is permitted to ſpeak with no body not ſo much as his owa 
Father, unleſs a Clerk of the Councel be by to hear what they 
ſay, that he is permitted to write no Letters nor Billets to any 
one, nor to receive any Letters but what the King ſhall firit 
ſee, that his Ward coming to ſee him had bis Pockets fearched 
and his Papers taken forth, and his 6wn Servants Pockets were 
ſearched and put from him, and the Key of his Chamber tak- 
en from his Servant, That on the laſt ſaſt day he deſired io ſpeak 
with the King privately, but His Majeſty was pleaſed to com- 
mand him to do it before the ts Secyerarics, and that then he did 
decline to make 4 per ſect Narrative becauſe Secretary Williamſon 
was preſent. Thi ſome time after Mrs, Elliot came to him to 

let him know tbat the King would ſpeak privately with him, and 
accordingly he attended the King on >unday laſt My. Secretary 
Coventry being preſent where he made 4 ſull Narrative in writ- 
ing, Mr. Secretary Coventty then gave him his Oath to the truth 
of the (ame. 

That Mr. Oates defired the Committee that they would be 
pleaſed to move the Lords Houſe, that he may be freed from 
his reſtraint in Woiteball, and from his being in that _—_ 
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have the like liberty of other His Majefties Subjects, he gly= 
ing ſuch ſecurity as the Law requires for the proſecution of his 
Evidence. 

That he further defires ſome ſupply of Money, in regard be

The Earl of Clarendon being ſpeaking in the debate the 
Houſe was in concerning Titus Oates, took notice that the 
Marqueſs of Winton ſaid, he lyes, he lyes, of which words 
the Houſe requiring the Marqueſs of Vinton to give an ac- 
count, the Marqueſs of Winton denyes not the words but begs 
the pardon of the Houſe, that he was talking of other things 
while the Houſe was in debate, and ſaid he did not intend the 
words againſt the Earl of Clarendon,and if he have offended 
the Houſe, he is ſorry for it, and begs pardon for it.

Titus Oates being called in at the Bar, deſired he might be 
heard a few words before he was (worn to ſpeak to the main 
buſineſs, which being granted to him, he complained of the 
reſtraint he is under, and being debarred of the liberty of his 
friends coming to him, and of converhng with any body in 
private, and that no Engliſh man ought to be reſtrained, un- 
leſs accuſed by one or more witneſſes, and prayed tuat the 
reſtraint might be taken eff, that he might be enabled to give 
his evidence more chearfully, and that the Houſe would be 
pleaſed to Addreſs to the King tor that purpoſe, and that his 
pardon may be renewed, becauſe he is under miſpiifion of 
Treaſon: To which the Lord Chancellour told him that the, 
Houſe would take his condition into conſideration, and then 
being ſworn, he was told by the Lord Chaucellour, that the 
Lords have received an Addreſs from the Houſe of Commons 
in part upon evidence by him given there, and that ibe Houſe 
expects he ſhould give an account what that is, which hach 
begor ſuch an aſtoniſhment in the Houle of Commons, as is 
expreſſed in the Addreſs, Upon which, Titus Oates ſaid, 
That in July laſt, he ſaw a Letter from Sir George Wakeman 
to Richard Aſhby alias Thimbleby ; in this Letter be gave him 
an account of the propoſals made for deſtre ing the King, and de- 
clared hi liking thereof, provided hi Reward might be anſwer- 
able, and told him the Queen conſort did aoprove of them, whicb 
were to poyſon the King; and being asked whether he knew Fir 
George Wakemans hand writing, be (aid, no, bus Thimbieby 
told him it was Sir George Wake mans Letter. 

Thar in the lame Fuly, a Meſſenger came with a Letter to 
William Hartcourt for him, and ohn Keynes, afl Lang worth 
and Fobn Fenwick to attend the Queen ar yommerſet- houſe, 
which they accordingly did, taking him with them, Hart- 
court telling him he muſt go, when they were there, having 
paſſed ty the preſence, he was left in an Anti chamber, 
and they went jnto another Room, bur rhe door not 
being quite ſhut, he beard a Woman ſay, That ſhe would no 
longer indure theſe affronts, but would revenge the Violation of 
her Bed, and aſſiſt in propagating the Catholick Religion. 

He ſaith he beard the words (poken, and when the Fathers 
came out, he being defirous to ſee the Queen, was introdu- 
ced by Langworth or Fenwick, and {aw no woman there but 
the Queen with theſe Fathers. | 

He {aid further, That the Queen had given ſeveral ſums 
of money to Corker a Benedictine under the notion of charity, 

4 which 
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which he believes was only to peryert the Klags Subjects in 
their Religion, and that if Ireland: papers be again ſearched, 
it will be found that ſeveral of them have had monney upon 
that account, and ſome ſo ſmall ſhares as two or three ſhil- 
lings, and that he himſelf had had ſeveral ſums, That as 4 
circumſtance to induce 4 belief that the Queen was ingaged in this 
buſineſs, be ſaith be ſaw Micho's Letter to the General of the 
Teſuites, wherein was mentioned of Four thouſand at one time, 
and One thouſand at anotber time given by the Queen, which bo 
cannot ſay upon hk Oath, but believes was given upon thi account. 
Upon which a Complement was (ent ro the Queen, Duke 
and Dutcheſs of Five hundred Maſſes, Six hundred and odd 
pair of Beads, and One thouſand one hundred 4nd fifty Acts 
of mortification as a return for former favours ; Whitebread 
being then Provincial, he refers himſelf to the Letter which 
may be found amongſt Micho's or Whitebreads Papers. 

Then being asked whether this is all be bad to ſay in refe- 
rence to the Queen, he ſaid this is all as to matter of Infor. 
mation, ſaving only that he added, that the Queen holds corre. 
ſpondency with the Biſhop of Rome, and the General of the Soci- 
ety of [eſuits, 

Then being asked whether Mrs. Elliot came firſt to him 
from the King, or he did fend her firſt to the King about his 
ſpeaking with the King; he laid ſhe came firſt to him, and 
told him the King would ſpeak with him, bur whether ſhe 
came from the King he knows not, but faith he never deficed 
her to ſpeak with the King 

He ſaith further, that when he went to the King on the 13. 
inſtant, the King was diſ. ſati>fied with what he ſaid, and be- 
cauſe there was one preſent,” whom he believed to be an Ene- 
my to the King and Kingdom, he did not (peak fo freely as 
otherwiſe he ſhould have doae. 

Then being asked why he (aid (the laſt time he was here) 
tkat he had no other p:rſon to accuſe being then required to 
name them (if any ſuch were) of what quality ſoever, he 
ſaid that he had no more to name, meaving of this Houſe be- 
fore whom he then was, and that he then defired that he might 
not be further preſſed to ſay any more in prejudice of the 
evidence he was to give. 

Then being ask d why he concealed this matter ſo long, he 
ſaid, It was becauſe the Queen was the i iſe of the Kings boſom, & 
he had not then acquainted the King with it, and therefore thoughs 
not fit to mention it before a publich Councel, and if therein he 
erred ia h judgment, it was not bis intention ſo to do. 


Then 
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Then he ſaid this Plot was defigned in 1690, he believes it 
was ſo in 1666, Further be could ſwear that their own Re- 
cords ſay it was deſigned upon the Kings coming in, in 1660. 
And being asked why he knowing this matter of the Queens 
being in it in Fuly and Auguſt laſt, did not acquaim the King 
with it till November; he laid, that the Queen was not to 
act till all other practiſes failed, and that then ſhe was to 
ha ve further notice. And being asked how he knew that the 
Queen had not notice in all this time, he ſaid it was to be 
done when the King ſhould take Phyſick, which was not done 
becauſe of bis going to New- market, and being told that if 
be had mentioned this matter of Sir George Wakemans Leiter 
ſo fully at the Councel as he hach done now, Sir George had 
then been taken in cuſtody. To this be ſaid, that he had 
been up all the Saturday and Sunday at night, and had atten- 
ded the Councel ſo long, that he was ready to faint, and that 
the weakneſs of his body ſo confounded his memory, that be 
forgot to mention that Letter. 

Then being commanded to withdraw, Mrs. ERjor: was 
ſent for. 

Then William Bedloe being called in, and Sworn, is told of 
the occaſion of hit coming hither upon the Addreſs now brought 
up ſrom the Houſe of Commons, and that his whole knowledy con- 
cerning this matter is expected from him, upon which be ſaid that 
abont the end of April or beginning of May 1677. There was 4 
Conſult held in the Chappel Gallery at Som merſet- houſe. where 
were preſent the Lord Bellaſis, Mr. Coleman, Le- 
Phaire Pritchard Sheldon and 
Lathan, and two French Abbots and the Qucen, ( and be 
thinks the Lord Powis ) that he was below in the Chappel with 

Walſh and others at the ſame time, and when the Con- 
ſult was over, Coleman came down and told Walſh aud him 
that the Queen wept much before they could bring Her to it, but 
the French Abbots by their Arguments bad prevailed. 

Then he ſaid that he was afterwards diſpatched by Cace- 
man with Letters for France, and that he overtook Stapleton at 
Cambray, for whom he had Letters, which Letters Stapleton 
read by a Key or Cypher which he had ia his hand, that Staple- 
ton (after he had read them) ſaid J am glad they have 
brought Her to ir, our party growes Stronger and Stronger, 
and Bedloe asking who was meant by Her, Stapleton ſaid the 
Queen, and that he received this Letter from Coleman in bis 
own houſe. 

Then being aſked whether he knew the Lord Bellafis,be ſaid 
be did, and bad ſeen him at bis houſe in St. Albones Square 
hs | ab. ut 
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about three years fince, and ſaid he had no more to ſay of a3 
py Perſon either in or out of this houſe then he had already 
charged. 

Then being acked where be flood in the Chappel, when the Con- 
ſult was above, be ſaid he came in from the water Side through 
the Room, where the Prieſts put on their Veſtments, and ſtanding 
below, be ſaw the Queen look over the Railes of the Gallery. 

Then being asked whether he knew Mr, Oates, he laid he 
remembred he had ſeen the man at Pallidolid about a Month 
before Micbaelmas laſt was Twelvemoneth, but knew not that 
he was concerned in this Bufineſs, and that he went there by 
the name of Ambroſe, and that when he was formerly asked 
here if he knew him, he denied ic, becauſe he knew him not 
by that name of Oates,and had not then ſeen him here. 

Then Mrs, Elliot being come is called in, and ſworn, 
and is asked whether Mr. Cates ſent her firſt to the King or 
the King ſent her firſt to Mr. Oates, ſhe ſaid the Lady Gerara 
of Bromley told her Dc, Tong would ſpeak with her, who told 
her coming to him thai Mr, Oates mult needs ſpeak with the 
King privately, and being asked whether Dr, Tong told her 
what it was about, ſhe ſaid tbat by the words he ſpoał, ſhe 
gueſſed the Queen was concerned, but ſhe did not here him 
lay why or wherein, and that ſhe went to the King before ſhe 
ſpake with Mr. Oates at Dr. Tongs defire. 

After this the Papers that were brought in from the Coun- 
cel were read as followeth. 

Mr. Oates doth inform that in the Moneth of Fuly he ſaw a 
Letter from Sir George Wakeman, in which Sir George did 
allure Richard Thimbl:by to whom it was directed, that the 
Queen would aſſiſt him to poyſon His Sacred Majeſty, and 
in ine latter part of Fuly Mr. Oates did wait ubon Tobn Kaines, 
Bail Longworth William Harcourt and Iohn Fenwick to Som- 
merſet bouſe where the Queen then was, and in an Anti- 
Chamber did here the Queen ſay that She would not take 
thoſe affronts any longer that had been done unto her, but 
would revenge the violation of Her Bed, now the Deponent, 
being preſented before Her Majelty ſaw no living ſoul there, 
but Her Mijeſty, and thoſe fathets with whom he went to Som- 
me: ſet houſe, and the Deponent did hear the Queen ſay that 
She would aſſiſt them in the propagation of (utholick Religi- 
on, and hath by Corker the Benedictine Monck given ſeveral 
ſums of money to pervert His Majeſties Subjects as Mr. 
Oates doth verily believe, and ſeveral ſums have been ſo u- 
ſed by the Jeſuites in Her Majeſties name, and 35000. 
pcunds hach been paid to the Jeſuites by Her Majeſty in order 
eq 
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to Deſtroy the Perſon of His Majeſty and ſubvert Religion 
and Government, as appearcd by ſeveral inſtructions from 
the Queen to the Jeſuites, as the Jeſuites themſelves have 
confeſſed to Mr. Oates,

This information was given upon Oath to me the 24th, of 
November 1658, 

November 251th. 1678. = Coventry, 

Titus Oates appeared before His Majeſty ih Councel, and 
being Sworn on the holy Evangelilts ſaith, | 

T hat in the Moneth of Fuly laſt he ſaw a Letter written 
from Sir Georg Wakeman to Richard Aſhby, alias Thimbleby 
adviſing him for his health, being troubled with the Gout, to 
take a pinte of milk in the morning and a pinte at night, and 
alſo 100 ſtroa kes of the Pump every day while he continued 
at the Bath, | 

Ttat in the ſameLetter Sir George Wakeman did declare his 
good liking of the propoſals about poyſoning the King provi- 
ded good rexmes might be had, and added that the Queen 
would give ber aſſiſtance in that work, 

That in the ſame Moneth of Fuly there came a meſſenger 

to have ſome of the fatheis toattend at Sommerſet-bouſe, who 
were ohn Keines, William Haricourt, Fobn Fenwick, and 
Bail Langworth, the weſſenger was one Sir Richard or Ro- 
bert he knowes not whether, being a man of middle Stature, 
and about Forty four or Forty five years of Age and a Nimble 
man, 
That being at Sommerſet houſe they went all into an Anti- 
Chamber that be himſelf and ſome others ( whom he remem- 
bers not) were in the Room without, bur that he being curi- 
ous to here what paſſed within, and the Door not being quite 
cloſe, liſtned and did here a womans voice, (though be ſaw 
not who. it was ) to ſay that fhe would no longer endure 1hoſe 
affronts but would revenge the violatiou of Her Bed, and would 
aſſiſt in taking away the Kings Life, and propagating Catholick 
Religion. 

Tbat upon opening of the Door he deſired one of the fas 
thers he might ſee the Queen, and being admitted he doth 
on his Salvation declare, that he faw no body but the Queen 
and the ſaid Fathers. 

Mr, Oates being afterwards asked if the Queen ſaw him 
when he was preſented, he ſaid She did and took as much no- 
tice of him as one of ber ranck uſually doth of ſuch as he was, 
being then in another habit then at preſent, but he though: 
She gave him a gratious imile. 

N 1 hat 
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That the Queen under the notion of Charity bath given to 
Mr. Corker ſeveral ſums of money in order to pervert His 
Majeſties Subjects ia their Religion, and that if Mr. Ireland 
Papers be again examined it will appear that there was made 
diſtributions of this Charity, and ſome ſo ſmall as two or 
three Shillings, whereof he himſelf has had ſome ſhare. 

That as a Cicumſtance to induce a belief that the Queen 
was ingaged in this matter, he ſaies he ſaw a Letter which 
Micho had prepared to the General of the Jeluires wherein 
was mentioned of Five thouſand pound given by Her Majefty, 
Four thouſand pound at one time, and One thouſand pound 
at another, which he cannot ſwear was for this end but verily 
believes it was, and being asked how he came to ſee that Les- 
ter, he ſaies Micho the Secretary of the order conſulted with 
him about a Latine Phraiſe, and he adviſed him to put a word 
into the Dative cale as being berter Latine. 

That as to the queſtion why he concealed this important 
matter ſo long, he anſwered that he had much diſtruſt with 
himſelf in bis judgment about the diſcovering it, and that 
once he intended to diſcloſe it upon Sir George Wakemans buſis 
neſs at this Board, but was willing His Majeſty ſhould know 
it firſt in private. 

And further upon this account and the objection that Pick- | 
ering was imployed to have killed the King with a Piſtol and 
Silver Bullets, and that he had been diſciplined with twenty 
Stroakes for having failed (which was before the Conſult in 
April laſt as near as he remembers ) it appeared the buſineſs 
was committed to others hands to be executed, he anſwered 
hereunto that the matter had been deſigned in the year 1650. 
and that he knew Her M>jeſty (let her vertues be what they 
will ) held correſpondence with the Biſhop of Rome and the 
General of the Jeſuites by hands of the Jeſuites here, but that 
She was not to Act until they judged things to be ripe, and he 
further ſaid that endevours were uſed that the Queen ſhould 
not be engaged in this buſineſs till all other meanes failed. 

He further added as to the ſaid queſtion of his being ſo long ſulent 
in a matter of thas dangerous conſequence, that be was unwilling 
to communicate any thing of the Queen to any publike Court, but 
only to the King himſelf in private, to prevent the danger She be. 
ing the wife of his Boſom. 

He laies he cannot remember the preciſe day when theſe 
words were ſpoken, but that it was ona week day not on & 
Sunday and a day of ſome Solemnity juſt before high Maſs. 

Aud as to the place where he heard the ſame, he ſaies he 
never 
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never was there before nor fince, but thinks he ſhall know the 
Room again if be ſees it. 

Being put in mind that he had declared at the Bar of the 
Houſe of Peers, that he bad no more to ſay againft any Per- 
ton of Quality, he anſwered bis meaning was that he had no 
more againſt any of that Houſe betore whom he then was, and 
prayed their Lordſhips to remember that he then deſired he 
might not be further preſſed to ſay any more to the end his E- 
vidence might not be ſuperceded. 

And being further queſtioned how it came about that he 
could not give an account of the preciſe day when thoſe words 
were ſpoken, having in other things referred himſelf to his 
Papers, he declared that he had not committed this thing to 
Writing, not daring to truſt more with it then his own Soul, 
yet he hopes he may recolle& ſomething as to the very time 
and would Examine his Papers, but that they are in the cuſto- 
dy of Mr, Thomas Howard. 

Being asked whether he knew Bedloe before, he ſaid "tis 
like he had ſeen him but not by that name, but that if be had 
ſeen him ' twas in Spain, and as going by the name of Willi- 
ams, but that he never knew him as concerned in this buſi- 
nels. a 

Mr. Oates being asked how many ſeveral hands he could 
wiite, did anſwer, that he never had been raughr any but had 
learnt of himſelf, and did write differently according as his 
Pen was, and that when he ſawa hand that pleaſed him be 
endeavored to imitate the ſame. 

Being further demarded, why he had omitted ſo material a 
thing againſt Sir George Wakeman, as the dangerous Letter 
written by him co Thimbleby atorementioned, for nothing ap- 
pears of it inihg firſt minutes taken at the Councel board a- 
gainſt Sir George Wakemen, he anſwered that he was at that 
time faint and week, and had been up two Nights together, 
nor could he then have ſaid that he ſaw Sir George write ſuch 
a Letter, but that he ſaw a Letter ſigned George Wakeman in 
Thimbleby's Chamber. 

And further reminded the Lords, that he did declare that 
when the Conſul: was held by the BenediQines, when Sir 
George was contracted with, that he was ſick of the Stone and 
not there, but thar he afrerwards found the conteuts of their 
proceedings in their Entry Book, 

Touching which ic was told him, that he had indeed made 
mention of ſuch an Entry Book at the Bar of the Houle of 
Commons, but no men tion ot it at this board, to Which he 
rep] d 
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replyed that it was an omiſſion occaſioned by his weakneſs at 
that time | 
November 26:h. 1678, Titus Oates, 

Mr. Oates bearing this bis Information read did further de- 
cl. re that it was on $t James's Day, or à day before or after

Report of the Earls of Offory and Bridgewater read in 
Counce] November rhe 26th. 1678. 

We went by His Majeſties directions to Sommerſet houſe and 
tooke M Howard and M. Oates with us in the Coach, 
when alighied at the Door we tooke Mr. Oates between us 
and asked him, whether that time that he mentions he came 
into the houſe that way, and he anſwers us yes, and ſhewed 
us forward to the Guard- Chamber Door, that he went in 
there and when we were come into the Guard. Chamber he 
1emembred that Room, and ſo he did the preſence Chamber, 
for he ſaid he remembred the Cannopy, but when we went 
into the next Room he began to doubt, ſo we went back a- 
gain with him into the Guard- Chamber, and he again aſſerted 
his coming in that wa, bur we were again come into the pre- 
ſence Chamber, he began to ſpeak of a paire of Staires that he 
had gone up but he could not find them, all the Doors were 
opened and we went with him tkrough the Queens Bed. 
Chamber through ſeveral little Rooms and opened the Galle- 
ry Door, which he ſaid he had never ſeen before, and that 
thoſe little Rooms were none et them the Room he lookt for, 
bur itil talkt of a pajre of Staires and when he came out a- 
gain into the Room next the Bed-Chamber he ſer one of the 
leaves of the Door in the poſture he ſaid the Door that he 
ſtood at was in, but ſaid that was not the Door he had ſtood 
ar, bur {ill talkt of a paire of Staires but could not find any, 
We ſhewed him the Stairs that go to the Garden by the Chap. 
pel and went with him down to the Bottom, but he ſaid they 
were not the Staires he meant, when we came up again to 
go away he again ſaid he remembred the Guard Chamber, 
and when we went out of the Guard-Chamber into the wa}k 
between that and the Court- Yard, we carried him to the fur- 
ther end of it, and went up with him at that Door, but he 
immediately ſaid that that was not the way he bad come, 
in all the ſearch he made for a pair of Staires, be ſaid the 
Staires he ſought for were a light paire of Saires, and the 
Rooms they went to had great Folding Doors and were bigli 
large Rooms.

Mr. Bedloe being called in before His Majeſty ia Councel, 
and told by the Lord Chancellour that Hl Majeſty had given 
Mr. Attorney General order forthwith to prepare his pazdon 
for all concealments of any manner of Treaſon, from the be- 
ginning of the world to the 28. day of this inftant November, 
aud that His Majeſty did defire to be informed of all the heads 
of the Treaſons he can diſcover and make proof of.

through the room where the Priefts dreſs themſelves, and that bo 
then obſerved ſome alteration in Her Majeſſy. 

That he was afterwards diſpatcht by Coleman withLetters for 
France, and that Le-Phaire and Pritchard went with him to 
Graves-end, That he went by Cambray and there oyertook 
Stapleron for whom he had Letters, which Stapleton read by a 
Key or Cypher which he had in his hand he ſtanding at a di- 
Nance, that after Stapleton had read them he ſaid, well I am 
glad they have, brought her to ir, we are now better backer 
then ever, but this Deponent ſaith he did not know who they 
meant by ker, and that Stapleton further added that they got 
ground every day, and that it was better and hundred Heretick 
Kiogs ſhould be deſtroyed, then that the Gatholick Religion 
mould not be propagated, and ſays that the Contents of thoſe 
Leiters were about lubyerting the Government, 

This Deponent further ſaith, that he did not call any thing 
of this foregoing information to mind till Mr, Coleman did 
this day aver upon his Tryal, that be had never ſeen his Face 
before iu his lite, and being asked what it was that lay upon 
Spirits that made him de ſite a further pardon, for which the 
Houſe of Commons had * Addreſs to His Mage: 
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be ſaid he knew nathing of it but by ſame of the Veoman of 
the Guard who attended him, but that be deſſred it leaft he 
might have forgotten any a , and that by a further pardon 
hjs mind would be at more eaſe to recolle& circumſtances. 

The Deponent further ſaith he cannot remember any thing 
of ſubſtance more at preſent, and that he knowes nothing 
moreſthat is conſiderable of any other Perſons. 

Being asked if ever he was at my Lord Weſtmor lande, he 
ſaid he was there about this time Twelvemoneths as be was 
going to my Lord Brudnels, and that my Lord Brudnet came 
thither whilſt he was there, and that be was like to have had a 
quarrel with kim he then going by the name of Benner, and 
that he was never at the Lord Weftmorlands but once. 

Being asked if he was not bere in Priſon the laſt year, he 
ſaies he was in the Marſhalſea for his Brothers Debts, and that 
Harcourt and Le- Phaire ſent him moneys as ſoon as they came 
to Town that releaſed him.

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Hi Majeſty (aid he had paſſed the other Bill, which & of 
very great importance, of which there may be ill conſequences 
hereafter, but be was willing to oblige them, who have bought 
it fitting at th time, and bopes that they will be careſul to give 
him all due ſat hᷣſactien for the ſuture. 

This day the Lord Chancellour by Intimation from the 
Duke of Norfolk , acquainted the Houſe with a doube that 
was concerned in Law, that if there was not an immediate 
proceeding totake the Oaths, and Declaration preſcribed in 
the AR Eatituled for the more effectual preſerving the Kings 
Perſon and Government, by diſabling Papiſts from fitting in 
either Houſe of Parliamentz.

That about a Fortnight before the ſaid Murther be was

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ſpoken to by one Gerald an Irjisb Prieſt that belonged to the 
Venetian Ambaſſ, to take place in the Killing uf a man not then 
telling him who it was, but about a week after the ſaid Gerald 
and one Green an Irich man ( that layes Cuſhions in the Chap- 
pel at Sommerſes-bouſe) and Lawrence Hill that was formerly 
ſervant to Dr. Godden. (and who then lived at rhe ſame 
place in Sommerſet houſe ) did acquaint him that they inten- 
ded to Kill Sir Edmond. Bury Godfrey, for that he was a great 
Enemy to the Queen or Het ſervants, and that he bad uſed 
ſome Irisb men ill, and that Gerald told him that they were 
imploy ed by Lord Bellaſis and that there would be a reward 
for them, that he did conſent thereunto, and the rather for 
ſome Malice he bore unto Sir Edmond, who about two years 
before [ when he was troubled at Hickes. hall about Popish du- 
ties did net conſent to bis diſcharge as another Juſtice did 
but ſaid, that the Queen had no power of protecting her ſer- 
yants, yet that until] this motion was made him he did not

turning ſoon again called to Sir Edmond as he was paſſing, and 
ſaid, that there were two Men quarrelling within, who might 
ſoon be quieted if once they ſaw him, — he entred 
| through the Wicket, and after him Green and Gerald, and 
down all went till they came to a Bench that is at the Bottom 
of the ſteep Deſcenr, and ng to à Rail next, to the 
upper end of the Stables on the Right hand, that upon the ſaid 
Bench there were fitting and attending their coming, the Ex- 
2minant Miles Prance, one Berry the Porter of the other Gate 
together with an Irizþ Man that lodged at Greens houſe, whoſe 
Name he knowes not, and by that time they were come half 
way down, he the ſaid Prance went up to the Wicker, there to 
attend and give notice if any came, and at the ſaid time the 
ſaid Berry went ſtrait on from the Bench towards the Stone 
ſtaires, which lead to the upper Court, that when Sir Ed. 
mond Godfrey came down to the Bench, Green who followed 
him put about his Neck a large twiſted Hand-kercbief, and 
thereupon all the reſt aſſiſted and dragged him into a Corner 
which is bebind the ſaid Bench and the ſaid Rail, and Green 
who informed him in the manner hereof, and with whom he 
had before (een the ſaid large twiſted Hand-kerchief, added 
that he had tbumped him on the Breaſt and twiſted his Neck 
unt il he broak it. 8 ä | 

And the Examinant ſ2ith, that he did in about a quarter 

of an Hour after he had been ſtanding at the Wicker come 
down to ſee what was dene, and found that they had throtled 
bim, but his Body remained warm and ſeemed hardly dead, 
but he together with the ſaid Hill, Green, Gerald and Berry, 
and the IrjishMan took him up and conveyed him through a 
Door, which is on the left hand coming downe at the Corner 
of the Coach houſe, which leads up ſeveral Staires into a 
long dark paſſage or gallery opening at laſt into the upper 
Court, in which paſſage there is a- Door cn tbe lefe hand, 
which being opened leads up with Eight ſtaires into another 
houſe ad/cPaing, but immediatly on the Right hand bein 
got up there is a little Cloſer or Square Room, into which 
they conveyed the Body, and there ſex the Body bending with 
the Back againſt a Bed, which the Examinant having now ſeen 
again thinks to be the ſame Bed that was there at the ſaid 
time, be further ſaid, that Hill lived at this houſe, and that 
the Body was for two Cays left there in his care, but then be- 
ing affraid of Diſcovery, Hill, Gerald, Green, Berry and the 
Irish Man as they told him, did rake and convey the Body from 
thzuce about Nine or Ten of the Clock at Night, and carried 
it 
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it into the houſe; and into ſome Room towards the Garden, 
and that while that the Body lay there, he was by Hill con- 
ducted to ſee it and ſaw the Body as it lay bended, and Green 
and Gerald were preſent. 

That from thence upon a Tueſday Night the Body was 
brought back near to the place, where firft it lay into a Room 
ig the ſaid Gallery over 22 the firſt Door ſomewhat higher 
up towards the Court, the Chamber belonging nnto ſome of 
the ſervants of Sir Fobn Arundel, here it remained until Nine 
or Ten ot the Ciock on Wedneſday Nighr, and then thinking 
fic to remove it ta the little Room where firſt it lay, the Ex- 
aminant happened to come as they werere lifting it up the ſaid 
Eight eps, whereupon Hill and Berry fl:d as ſuppoſing him 
to be ſome Stranger, bur Gerald, Green and the Irjch Man 
ſtood fill. And lo he helped them, to lift up the Body into 
the former Cloſet, and there it continued till after Twelve a 
Clack the ſame Wedneſday Night, Hill and Berry came to 
them when their Fright was over, and Hill having got a Se- 
dan aud placing it in the long dark Entry at the Foot of the 
ſaid Eight ſtalres, they put the Body thereinto, the Examinant 
Prauce and Gerald firk took up the Chair and conveyed it 
through the upper Court, Berry the Porter opened half the 
Gate and letthem our, and they Refted nor till they came to 
Covert Garden, where Green and another Irizh Man took 
their Turns, and ſo carried the Sedan and Body in ir as far as 
the New Grecian Church in the $0 Ho, and there Hill met 
them with a Horle, whereupon they rook out the Body, and 
forcing open the Legs they fer it upon the Horſe, Hill riding 
behind to keep the Body up, while Green, Gerald and the Iris 
Man went on to accompany him, Berry the Porter did not de- 
part from the the Gate, and the Examinant Prance fearing to 
be miſſed returned home when the Body was ſet on Horſe- 
back, and the Sedan which was left in one of the New unfi- 
rag houſes, they took up and brought it home as they came 
back, 

He further ſaith, that rhe Body lay in Sommerſet houſe a- 
bout ſix or ſevenDays before it was carried out, but he is not 
certain in the Number of the days, 

He was very poſitive as tothe place , where the Murther 
was committed and the manner of ir, as alſo for the Room 
where the Body was firſt laid, but being defired to conduct us 
to the Room he ſpoak of near the Garden, be led us to the 
Corner of the Pia on the Left hand, and ſo down a pair of 
Staices and ſo far {cemed to be affured that he had been led, 
and did think that he had paſſed through the great Court be- 


lo

low, but when from thence we went up and down into ſeve- 
ral Rooms, he ſeemed very doubtful and could not aſcertain 
the place, ſaying that be had never been there but that once 
when Hill conveyed him thither with a Dark Lanthory, but 
that it was ſome Chamber towards the Garden, 

In the Houſe where the Body was firſt laid we found a Wo2 
man whoſe depofition we have taken, ſhe was Houſe-keeper 
to Dr, Godden, and the ſaid Hill had been a Servant to the 
ſaid Doctor in this Houſe for above Seven Years, and conti- 
nued to live there ſince the Doctors departure until Michael. 
mas Taft, but that he hath been there ſeveral times fince, and 
ſhe alſo knew the Examinant and called him by his name.

Upon reading of which report, it appeared that the parti 
culars were very conſonant to what he bad ſpoke at the Board 
in the Morning before his going, at which time being alfo fur.

Bellafis, he ſaid that he wrought inthe way of his Trade to 
the Queens Chappel and was a Roman (Cutholick, but that a- 
bout Eight weeks ago he bad taken the Oathes, being asked 
whether there were no Guards at the uſual places ar the time 
of carrying on this work, he ſays he did not take notice of any, 
and being asked whether he law Bedloe, when he was cartyed 
to ſee the Body when it Jay in the back Chambers near the 
Garden, he anſwered he cculd not tell whether Bedloe was 
there or no, but does well remember that Gerald and Green 
were then preſent, he adds that Hill, Green and Gerald told 
him, that they had at Prim- Roſe- ** thruſt Sir Edmonds 
Sword thruugh his Body till it came ar inch ont at his Back, 
and that he ſtrugled very much at the time they ſtrangled him, 
bur 
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but that Green punched him with bis Knees upon his Body to 
haſten his death. 


The Councel ſat again in the Afternoon. 


His Majeſty having been informed that the ſaid Lawrence 
Hill, Henry Berry, and Robert Green had been taken, the two 
former ſecured in Newgate, and the latter in the Gare. houſe, 
and having commarded them to be brought in the Afternoon, 
Robert Green was called in, and being Examincd did ſay that 
be had lived for above ten years ar Sommer ſet houſe, his buſineſs 
being to lay Cuſhions in te Chappel, that be kaew Hill Dr, 
Goddens Man, alſo Gerald that was of the Venetian Ambaſſas 
dors meaning of the Reſident, whom he ſuppoſes ro be a Prieſt, 
that he knows Pr ance the Gold- i mith to the Houſe, but for Sir 
Edmond bury Godfrey he never ſaw him dead or alive, that he 
never carryed a Sedan or any dead Body to his knowledg and 
ſo utterly denyed every thing relating to the Murt her. 

Prance being called in and confronted urged the matter un- 
to him, how he the ſaid Green bad been at Sir Edmonds. houſe, 
followed him f om place to place, ſhewed him the twiſted 
Handkerchief before he did the work, and many other parti- 
culars mentioned in the report, and how could hg deny them, 
Green denyed every particular, and ſaid all was falſe, Prance 
asked if ke knew him, Green replyed yes very well, and bad 
drunk with him, but he knew not Sir Edmondbyry Godfrey or 
had ever leen him, yes ſaid Prance we have often drunk toge- 
ther at the Plow,and there I ſhewed you Sir Edmond as he pal- 
ſed by, telling you, that he was the Man that would not allow 
the Queens Servants any priviledg, Prance further askt 
him what was the Iriſh Mans name (a ſhort well ſer Man) that 
lay at ſuch a time in his Houſe, he anſwered his name was 
Kelley an Iriſh Prieſt who went away a Fortnight before the 
Proclamation, and that be belongs as he does think to a Welſh 
Gentlewoman that is a Roman Catholick, and being further 
asked how he came to be found out of his Houſe, he faith that 
at Michaelmas for about Four Nights he was put cuz of his 
Lodging by ſome People of Sir ohn Arundels for their conve. 
niency, he further faith he never had any quarre} with Mr, 
Prance or any thing to ſay againſt him. 

Lawrence Hill being called in, ſays that he had been long a 
Servant at Sommer ſet boxſe, that he knew Green, Gerald, and 
France, bur not Kelley, that he never had any quarrel with 
Prance, and for ought he knew he might be an honeſt man, that 
he had not long ſince been drinking at his Houſe in Stanbop- 
ſtrect 
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ftreet, where he keeps a ViQualling houſe, which he bired 
and where he has lived fince a Fortnight after Michacimas laſt, 
that be never ſaw Sir Edmondbury Godfrey but once at Som- 
merſes- bouſe, which was upon occafiou of a Pick Pocket that 
was there taken, that he was about the middle of October bu- 
fie about ſettling bimtelt in tbe Houſe he now is ln, that the 
day Sir Edmond was Killed he was agreeing with bis Landlord 
for the faid Houle; but had not ſetled the agreement till the 
Wedneſday after, that he never Rid with Sir Edmond upon a 
Horte, and knew very little of him, and denies vehemently 
all that is charged againſt him, 

It may here properly be remembred that Anne Broad. ſtreet 
formerly Houſe-keeper to Dr. Godden did in her depoſition 
affirm, that Lawrence Hill left that place at Michaelmas or 
thereabouts going. then to a . Houſe of bis own in Sranhop= 
ſtreet, but when Prance told her ſhs was miſtaken, and that 
he did nor leave this Lodging there in Sommerſet bouſe unvil a 
Fortnight after Michaelmas, the lee med very warmly to con- 
tradiqt him, whereas Hill himſelf doth better agree with 
Pranee concerning the time. 

Prance being called in, accuſes Hill of all ihe particulars to 
his Face, which be denics again with imprecations, and when 
Hi Majeſty a fed Prance whether be would on h Salvation de- 
clare all he ſaid to be true, he made anſwer that it was as true as 
God ùᷣ true, and that he did on hk Salvation affirm is, Hill ſaitb 
thas Prance teſtifyeth all ih to ſave bimſcl}, whereupon being 
akt the meaning of theſe words he (aid he ſpoke the diſcourſe of bis 
H ouſe when People were drinking, and did there report that 
Prance w4s pardoned, but he then litile thought that he ſhould 
come 10 be. queſtioned on ſuch an account, being ſurther 4cked 4. 
bout the (aid Kelly, be ſaid there was ſuch 4 min did frequent the 
Queens Chappei, and Prance being asked the color of the Horſe 
which Hill brought for the Body, he jaid, that tbough the Nighs 
was dark yet be could diſcern the Horſe to be 4 brown Horſe. 

Henry Berry being called in, ſays that he kaows Green the 
Culhion keeper, that he knows not Kelley nor Gerald, that he 
knows Hill ſince he firſt came to Sommerſet-houſe as a Servant 
to Dr. Godden, that he knows Prance and has ſeen him at 
Chavpei and never heard ill of him, bur denies that he ever 
ated any thing with him concerning Sir Edmon{bury Godfrey, 
or ever {at with him upon that Bench, that he has ſcen Sir Ed- 
mond, and particularly as he paſt by about a year ago, but that 
he knew him not, or ever ſaw him dead, or knew that he ever 
went out ina Sedan, or that cyer he law Prance,Green or Ge- 
rald cariy a Sedan, | 
Prange 
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Prance being called in urges bome upon Berry all the particu- 
lars fore mentioned, and the ſhare he had therein. Astothe 
ſiting upon the Bench, Berry doth acknowledge that be hath often 
ſar there, and ſometimes with one Bourk that lay at Greens houſe 
but never withbim, be diſownes all the accuſation but ſaies if he 
bad done ſuch a thing be would not deny it, Prance & as poſi tive 
and conſtant in all things on the other fide, ſaying there was 4 
time that be alſo denied things as ſtiſiy as they, 

The Priſoners were all returned to the places from whence 
they came.

2. He informeth that in the beginning of September 1678. 
he met in Tixball Hall nigh the Lords Gates the Lord Stafford, 
who ſaid to this informant, it was ſad for that they were trou- 
bled for that they could not ſay their Prayers but in a hid 
manner, but ſuddenly there would be a Reformation to the 
Komiſh Religion, and if there was but a good ſucceſs they 
ſhould enjoy their Religion, and upon the 2oth, Day of Sep- 
tember laſt, the ſaid Lord Stafford told this Informant that 
there was a Deſign in band, and if this Informant would un- 
dertake rhe Deſign, he ſhould have a good Reward and make

It may ſeem ſtrange perhaps to ſome, that His 
Majeſty who had ſo long and large an Experience 
of the Duty of the laſt Parliament, ſhould now and 
in this preſent Conjuncture think fit to call a new 
on:. But the King hath ſo equal a Confidence in 
the affcttions of all his good Subjects, that he intends 
fo be acquainted with them all, and haue many and 

. frequent 
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frequent Conſultations with them, and hopes by this 


means to attain firſt a true and right underſtand- 
ing of the deſires of his People, — next to that to 
be rightly underſtood by them. 

The Conſiderations which are now to be laid be- 
fore you are as urgent and as weighty as ever were 
yet offered to any Parliament, or indeed ever can be; 
ſo great and ſo izing have been our Dangers at 
home, ſo formidable are the appearauces of Danger 

rom abroad, that the moſt united Councels, the 


. moſt ſedate and the calmeſt temper, together with 


the moſt Dutiful and Zealous Aﬀettions that 4 
Parliament can ſhew, are all become abſolutely and 
indiſpenſibly neceſſary for our Preſervation. 

At Home we had need look about us, for His 
Majeſties Royal Perſon hath been in danger by 4 
Conſprracy againſt his Sacred Life, malitiouſiy con- 
trived and induſtriouſly carryed on by thoſe Semina + 
ry” Prieſts and feſuits, and their Adherents, who 
think themſelves under ſome obligation of Conſcience 
to effect it, and having vowed the Subverſion of the 
true Religion amon ſt us, find no way ſo likely to 
compaſs it, as to wound us in the head, and to Kill 
the Defender of the Faith. 

His Majeſty wanted not ſufficient Evidence of his 
Zeal for our Religion, without this Teſtimony from 
his Enemies, who were about to Sacrifice him for it, 
but it hath ever been the practice of thoſe Votaries 


firſt to Murther the Fame of Princes, and then 


their Perſons, firſt to ſlander them to their People 
as if they favored Papiſts, and then to aſſaſſinate 
them for being too Zealous Proteſtants, and this by 
all the ways and means which our Law calls Trea- 
175 and their Divinity calls Merit and Martyrdom. 

hey are trying to ſet up the Dominion and the Su- 
premacy of the Pope, as if the Dignity of his Triple 
Crows 
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Crown could never ſuſficiemly be Advanced, unleſs 
theſe three Kingdoms were added unto them, and all 
brought back again under that Toake which neither 
we nor our Fore-fath:rs were able to bear. 

The enquiry into this Conf} iracy hath been cloſe- 
ly — and the Lord. Rs Councel have been 
careful to pro ecute the Diſcovery ever ſince the ri- 
ing of the laſt Parliament, and the King doth now 
Recommend it to you to perfect, more Evidence 
hath been already found out, and more Male factor: 
diſcovered, ſome in hold, ſome fled, puſtices of Peace 
have been quickened in the Execution of their Daty, 
the negligent have been Reproved and Puniſhed,the 
diligent encouraged and aſſiſted in doubtful caſes by 
the opinions of the Judges, Active and Faithful 
Meſſengers haue been ſent into all the corners of the 
Kingdom where there was any hop: of ſervice to be 
done, the very Priſons have been ſearched to ſee if 
any had fled thither to hide themſelu:s there, and 
under pretence of debt to eſcape the purſuit, and if 
any have d:ſired leave to go beyond Sea, they have 
frſt given ſecurity not to go to Rome, nor ſend their 
Children to be bred in any Forraign Seminaries , 
and they have been obliged to give in 4 Liſt of all 
their Menial Servants, and thoſe Servants too have 
been Examined at the Ports, and make Oath they 
are the ſame Perſons who were Examined above, 
fo that all poſſible care hath been taken that no Ma- 
lefactors might eſcape us in Diſguiſe. 

And though the Prieſts themſelues do not keep the 
Confeſſions of their Proſelytes more ſecret, than theſe 
heep the Inj unctions of their Prieſts, yet enough hath 
appeared to bring ſome Capital Offenders to pablichs 
Fuſtice, and to convitt them of the Crime; ſome of 
the Traytors have been Executed, ſeveral Prieffs 


have been Arreſted and Impriſoned, all are — 
them 
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themſelves and lurking in ſecyet corners like the Sons 
of Darkneſs. The Murtherers 7 Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey have been Condemned and ſuffered Death, 
ſome Papiſts have Baniſhr themſelves ont of the 
Kingdom, others are Impriſoned for not taking rhe 
Oathes, all are perſecuted towards Convittion, and 
the very ſhame and reproach which attends ſuch a- 
bomina ble practices hath covered ſo many Faces 
with new and ſtrange Con'uſions, that it hath prov- 
ed 4 powerful Argument for their Converſion, nor 
15 it to be wondred at, that they could no longer be- 
lieu: all to be Goſpel which their Prieſts taught 
them, when they ſaw the way and means of intro- 
ducing it, was ſo far from being Angelical. 

In a word, ſo univerſal is that defpaiy to which. 
the Papiits are now reduced, that they have no other 
hopes left but this, that we may chance to over-do 
our own buſineſs, and by beins too far tranſported 
with the fears of Popery, neglect the opportunities ws 
now have, of making ſober and laſting proviſions 
againft it. 

And tis not to be doubted, but that it would in- 
nitely gratifie the Papiſts in the revenge they wiſh 
br this Diſcovery, if they could ſee- us diſtracted with 

Jealouſies incurabl:, and diſtruſting the Govern- 
ment, to ſuch a degree as ſhould weaken all that 
Reverence by which it ſtands, for then the Plos 
would not be altogether without effect; but thoſe 
whom they could not de ſtroy by their Confþiracy, they 
ſhruld have the ſatisſaction to ſee ruining themſelves 
after the Diſcovery, ſo that, though we had eſcap't 
that Deſolation, which they Aan to have brought 
upon us, nothing ſrould ſave us from t hat Deftratt- 
ion we gend bring «pon our ſelves. 

But their Expectations of this are as vain as their o- 
ther Deſigns wicked; For His Majeſty hath already bo- 
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gun to let them ſee with what ſeverity he intends to 
occed againſt them, He hath paſſed a Law to 
diſable all the Nobility and Gentry of that faltion 
ever to ſit in Parliament, and not content with that, 
he did offer to the laſt Parliament, and does again 
renew the ſame offer to this Parliament, to paſs a» 
ny further Laws againſt Popery, which ſhall be de- 
fired, ſo as the ſame extend not to the Diminut ion 
of his own Prerogative, nor to alter the deſcent of 
the Crown, in the right L'ne, nor to defeat the 
Succeſſion. He hath refuſed the Petition of the 
Loras, who during the Interval of Parliament defi- 
red to be brought to their Tryal, and after ſo long 
Impriſonment might reaſonably enough expett it. 
But His Majeity thought it fitter to reſerve them 
to 4 more publick and Conſpicuous Tryal in Parlia- 
ment, for which cauſe their Tryal oug ht now to be 
baſtened, for it is high time their ſhould be ſome 
Period put to the Impriſonment of the Lords. 

But that which the King hath been pleaſed to 
mention to you this Morning, ſurpaſſeth all the reſt, 
and is ſufficient of it ſelf alone to diſcharge all thoſe 
fears of Popiſh [nfluznces, which many good men 
had too far entertained, for now you ſee His Ma- 
jeſty hath done that of his own accord, which would 
have been very difficult for you to atk, , and hath 
deprived himſelf of the Converſation of his Royal 
and only Brother, by Commanding him to depart 
the Kingdom. To which Command his Royal High- 
neſs heth paid a moſt humble and a moſt intire Sub- 
miſſion and Obedience, this Separation was attend- 
ed with a more than Ordinary Sorrow on both ſides, 
but he that for your ſakes could part with ſuch a 
Brother and ſuch a Friend, you may be ſure hath 
now no favorite but his People, ſince therefore, His 
Majeſty hath ſhewn ſo much readineſs to concar with 
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and in a manner to prevent the deſires of His Par- 
liament, 'Tis a miſerable Refuge our Enemies truſt 
to, when they hope to ſee our Zeal out-run our diſ- 
cretion ; and that we our ſelves ſhould become the 
unhappy occaſion of makin; our own Councels abor- 
tive. 

Not only the care of the State, but the care we 
ought to A to the Church to, will preſerve us 

om all Errors of this Kind, for as their ntit her « 
nor hath been theſe Fifteen Hundred Tears 4 purer 
Church than ours, ſo it is for the ſaks of this pure 
Church alone, that the State hath been ſo much 
diſturbed, it is her truth and peace, her decency 
and Order, which they Labor to andermine aud 
purſue with ſo reſtleſs a Malice, and ſince they do ſo, 
it will be neceſiary for us to diſt inguiſh between Po- 
piſb and other Recuſants, between them that would 
deſtroy the whole Flock, and th:m that only wander 
from it, and among ſt the many good Laws you ſhall 
think, fit to provide, it may not be amiſs to think of 
ſome better Remedy for regulating the Preſs, from 
whence there. 40 ſteal forth Popiſh Catechiſmes, 
Pſalters, and Books of Controverſie, and it may be 
Another good fruit of ſuch 4 Law to hinder Schiſ- 
matical and Seditious Libels to, for certainly it 
were much better for us to make ſuch Laws as will 
prevent Offences, rather than ſuch as ſerve only to 
Puuiſh Offenders. 

From the Dangers which we know at home, aud 
have already in a great meaſure overcome, be pleaſ- 
ed to carry your Conſiderations abroad, and weizh 
the dangers which may come from thence. 

We all ſee and know the Poſture of our Neigh- 
bort, and that the general Peace of Europe being 
once made there muſt needs be great Fleets and Ar- 
mies unimployed and ready for an occaſion, and tis 
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as vifible, that [ome of our Neighbors are ſo waſted 
the War, that they are unable to give us any help 
F we ſhould ſtand in need of it, and when we con- 
ſider withal the afflicted Condition of the Proteſtants 
abroad, we may be ſure that every calamity they 
ſuffer is in ſome meaſure a weaking of the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, and looks as if it were intended to make way 
for a general Extirpation. 

Theſe dangers would not be ſo conſiderable as they 
are, if the preſent wants of the Crown were not too 
well known. The King doth not intend to preſs you 
at this time with the full Conſideration of them all, 
for as the King cannot hope in any one Seſſion to do 
all that may be good for his People, ſo neither doth 
he expect from them all that may be neceſſary for 
himſelf; but hopes the good underſtanding between 
him and hu People, ſhall be for ever maintained by 
a perpetual reciprocation of Grace and Favor on his 
part, and duty and affection on yours. 

That which doth moſt preſs the King at preſent, 
i the want of that Trea'ure which he hath exhauſt 
ed oy going as far as he could inthe Disbanding of his 
Army, which is very much but not fully done. The 
Charge of a great Fleet at Sea now ready to be pai 
off after a long ſervice, and the neceſſity of ſetting 
ont another this Summer. The Defects of the Poll- 
Bill which fell ſhort of that Summ which was allow- 
ed to be borrowed upon it, and by that means hath 
d:ceived thoſe who did furniſh ſtores upon the Credit of 
that Act, unleſ you relieve them, together with the 
continuation of ſome Additional Duties of Cuſtome 
and Exciſe; and it were much to be wiſhed,that ſince 
the Revenue at the beſt was always ſhort of the ne- 
ceſſary Charge of. the Government, a way may be found 
to talę off thoſe Debts and Anticipations, and to ſup- 
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ply that Dimination of the Cuftomes, which makes it 


much narrower than it was. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


There are ſo many things to do and ſo little time to 

do them in, that there — not to be one Minute loſt. 
The ſeaſon of the year us not yet ſo far advanced as 
to make it too late to ſet out a Fleet this Summer, for 
moſt of the preparations are ready, if we by about it 
wit h that diligence which is req ſite, and therefore it 
doth infi nitcly import us all to Huband time. 

The beſt way of doing this will be to avoid all lon 
and tedious Conſultations,which ſometimes do as — 
harm,as ill Reſolutions, and above all to take beed of 
ſuch queſtions and debates as tend to raiſe heat, or cre- 
ate any kind of Diſt urbance, nor does any thing in the 
World ſo much contribute to diſpatch as a quiet and 
orderly proceeding, for they who are in haf and at- 
tempt to do all their bufinefs at once, moſt commonly 
hinder themſclues from bringing any thing to perfe- 
ction. 

You have now an opportunity of doing great things 
for the King and Kingdom, and it deſerves your ut- 
mo care to make aright wſe of it, for tis not in the 
Power of a Parliament to recover a loft opportunity, or 
to reſtore themſelves again to the ſame circumſtances 
or the ſame c:ndition, which they had once a Power to 
have improved. 

Would you ſecure Religion at home and ftrengthen 
it from abroad by uniting the intere ts of all the Pro- 
teſtants in Europe? this is the time. 

Would you let the Chriſtian World ſee the King in 
a Condition able to protect thoſe who ſhall adhere to 
him or _— upon him ?-This is the time. 

Would you extingwſh all our fears and Fealouſies? 
Would yon lay aſide all private An moſities, and give 
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them up to the quiet and repoſe of the publick,? This is 
the time. 

Would you lay the Foundationc of a lating peace, 
and ſecure the Church and ſtate againſt all the future 
Machinations of our Enemies? Thu isthe time. 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


The preſent face of things and the State wherein we 
now are, is ſo well known and underſtood abroad, that 
the whole World is in great expectation of thoſe Reſolu- 
tions which ſhall be taken here; the reſults of this 
Councel ſeem to be deriſive of the Fate of theſe Kin) = 
doms for many Ages, and are like to determine us ei- 
ther to happineſs or miſery of a very long Duration. 
Me uſe to ſay and (ay truly, that the King when 
Seated in Parliament is then inthe fullneſs of His Ma- 
jeſty and Power, and Shines forth with the brighteſt 
Luſtre, let no Exhalations from beneath darken or ob- 
(care it.

Forraign Nations ſay and ſay truly, that a King 
of England in Communion with his Parliament, is as 
great and dreadful a Prince as any in Europe, ſhew 
them the ſight they are afraid of, and (ince they have 
laid it down for a Maxime in their Politiques ; that 
England can never be deftroyed but by it ſelf, and that 
tis in vain to make any Attempt upon this Nation, un- 
til they be in ſome great danger and confuſion among 
themſelves, make the Ambitions deſpair betimes and 
eſtabliſh ſo perfebt an Intelligence between all the parts 
of this great body, that there may be but one heart and 
one Soul among us. 

And let us all pray, that he who hath once more 
miraculonſiy delivered the King, the Church and the 
State, would be pleaſed\fFill to continue his Divine 
Protection, and give e and obedient Hearts, 
and when we have offered up thoſe hearts to God, let us

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in the next place offer them _ to the King, and lay 
them dms at the Foot-ſtool of his Throne, that ſo

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two Brothers to — him Company, ard they took Lodyirgs 
at one iAyres Houle in Drury lane, where Fenwick Lodged, 
and in a ſhort time two of them went over to Doway with 
the two Las, and left the other here, who in the Ablence of 
his Brothers, declared very often to my Wives Brother, and 
to «Adamſon, that when his Brothers came back agalu from 
Doway, they expected Commiſſions from the above named 
Lords, for the raifing ot Men to carry on ihe Catholick cauſe, 
th s my Brother and Adamſon often told me at Petley's in Vere- 
ſtreet, where we had a Club very often of none but Papilts, 
Mules Prance. 


Alſo, about the time that the Four Lords were in the Tower, 
that is, the Duke t Buckingham, my Lord of $haſteqbury,and- 
Lord Wharton, and Lord Salhbury, that one Mr. Knightly

diſabling Papitts from Sitting in either Houle of Parlia- 
ment. 

This day being appointed to conſider of the State of Tre- 
land in this time of imminent danger, the Lord Butler pre-

That when ncws of the Diſcovery of the Plot, and H Ma- 
jeſties Order of the firſt of October laſt came is the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, which was ahout the 71h follewing, bis Lordſhip was then 
at Kill-kenny, newly returned from a Progreſs made i him into 
Munſter, 10 view the Forts and Places fit for Fortification, and 
in particular from (ceing the new Fort be un by his Order the 
March preceeding, ſoy the deſence of the Harbor of King ſale, 
which work bath ſince gone on, and upon which is already expen. 
ded 
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ded above the value of F ive Thouſand Pound, it being 4 work of 
great importance to the ſafety of that Kingdom, and ſecurity of all 
Ships reſorting to 1h Harbor. 

2. That according to the ſaid Order, the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland did preſently iſſue 4 Warrant for the ſeig ure of beter 
Talbot, and of bis Papers, and be was accordingly ſeized and 
made cloſe Priſoner in the Cattle of Dublin, where he now ſo 
remains, and the Examinations taken were tranſmitied to His 
Majeſty in Councel, and from thence tothe Houſe of Lords, to- 
gether with a Paper written in bis own hand, being an Account 
of Treaſon laid to his ¶ harge, by one Serjeant, which Paper 'tis 
probable he defired ſhould be found, for no other Paper of Mo- 
ment could be either foun4 in bis ( hamber or in bis Trunk, he 
baving had time enough to put all out of Reach by the Tidings, it 
is likely be and many other Papiſts did receive of the Diſcovery of 
4 Plot, by Mr. Oates at the Councel Board on Saturday the 28th, 
of September, and the Intelligence ſent away that Night, the 
L. Lieutenant 41d alſo according to his Orders, ſecure Mr Butler 
4 Fon of the Lord Monotgartet, but that Lord himſelf being of 
extream Age and Infirmities, was and ſtill lyes Bed. rid, and 
Collonel Richard 1albot was alſo committed to cloſe and ſafe 
Cuſtody, as ſoon as ever the Orders and accuſation againſt him 
was tranſmitted into Ireland, and ſobe fti!l remains. 

3. The Lord Lieutenant alſo haſt ned to Dublin, and arriving 
there the 11th of October, he preſently called upon the Councel, 
and they met from day to day to confider of the pub/ickh ſafety, 
and did iſſue from time to tims ſe veral Orders and Proclamati- 
ons, as followeth, 

14th October 1679. A Proclamation {tri&'y requiring all 
Officers and Soldiers, to repair to their reſpeRive Quarters, 
and not to depart without Licence, 

16. October 1678. A Proclamation requi:ing all Titular 
Arch- biſhops, Vicars, General Ab"ors, and other digni- 
taries of the Church of Rome, and all others Exercifing Ec- 
cleſiaſtical luriſdiction from th: Pope, as alſo all Jeſuirs, and 
other Regular Prieſts to depart the Kingdorh, by a day limi- 
ted, and that all Popiſh Societies, Converts, Seminaries, 
and Popiſh Schools ſhould Difſolve and Separate themſelves, 
under the penalties therein mentioned, all Perſons were for- 
bid ro barbor them, and all Magiſtrates ro enquire, puniſh 
or certifie the diſobedience therein, and that the Perſons fo 
commanded to leave the Kingdom, might not pretend want 
of convenience for Tranſportation. | 

Another Proclamaticn iſſued the 6th of November 1658, 
requiring all owners and Maſters of Ships , bound ro parts 
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beyond the Seas, to ſet up notice in Writing in the moſt pub. 
lick place's of the time of their departure, and they were te- 
quired to take on Board all ſuch Ecclefiaiticks, as ſhould de- 
fire to go with them, and the Officers of the Cuſtoms were 
Commanded to ſtop all Ships that did not give ſuch notice of 
their departure. 

2. November 1678. Another Proclamation iſſued, com- 
manding that no Papiſt in the Kingdom ſhould thence forth 
preſume to Ride with, Cariy, Buy, Keep, or uſe any Arms, 
whatſoever without Licence. 

That within 20 days after the date thereof, or 7 days after 
the Receipt of ſluch Arms, they were required io deliver them 
up to certain of the moſt noted Proteſtants, for that purpole 
Named in the ſeveral Counties, who were to take ſuch Arms, 
and give Rec*ipts for what they rook, 

That the Juſtices of the Peace, and the Officers of the 
Army ſhould after ihe time expired, ſearch for and ſeize the 
Arms of unlicenſed Perſons, or if they found more Arms than 
were expreſſed with thole that had Licence, they were to 
bind the delinouents over, aud all Merchants and other Re- 
tailers of Powder, were Required to fend in an Account of 
their ſtores if the ſame exceed above one Pound, and of any 
Powder wnich they might afterwarcs Receive. 

20. November 1698, Another Proclamation iſſued, for- 
bidding Papiſts to come to the Caſtle of Dublin, or into any 
Fort or Cittadel of that Kingdom, appointing alſo that the 
Fairs and even the weekly Markets of certain places, vi. 


-Drogheda, Woexford, Cork, Lunrich, Waterford, Targ- hal 


and Galloway, to be thenceforth kept within the Walls of the 
ſaid Garriſons, and that Papiſts be not ſuffered to continue, 
or reſide in the ſaid Towns, or in ary Towns or Corporations 
where Gatriſons were kept, unleſs they had for the greateſt 
part of Twelve Moneths paſt inhabited in ſuch Towns, Aud 
that no Perſons of the Popiſh Religion any ways Armed, be 
ſuffered to come into the ſaid Fairs or Markets, and alſo ſtrict- 
ly requiring all Papiſts to forbear any Unſeaſonale or Nigh 
meetings, or in great or Unuſual Numbers in any part of the 
Kingdom, and Commanding all Officers Civil and Military, 
to be careful to prevent and diſſolve all ſuch Meetings, ro 
Commit the principal Off. nde rs to Priſon, till che y "ys pr 
ſecurity to Anſwer the ſame at the next Sefſion+, and to re- 
turn an Account of their proceedings therein, with the 
Names © ſuch as Occaſioned or Countenanced the ſame, 
unt» the C uncel Beard, 


20, November 1678. Another Proclamation iſſued, 
the 
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the ſame day promifing a Reward: of Ten pound for every 
Commiſſioned Officer, Five pound, for every Trooper, and 
Forty Shillings for every Foot Soldier to ſuch as ſhould diſcoyer 
any of them, to have been perverted to the Romiſh Religion 
or heard Maſs, who bad formerly taken the Oathes of Alle. 
giance and Supremacy, and the like to the Diſcoverer of any 
that ſhould afterwards be pervetted, belides, that it was a 
Rule begun in the preſent Lord Licurenants fiiſt Government, 
after the Kings Reitauration, and ever ſince continued. Thar 
the Muſter Maſter ſhould Check the pay of every Officer and 
Soldier of the Army, who does not produce a Certificat from 
the Biſhop or Miniſter of the place, of his having received the 
Sacrament according to the Church of England twice every 
Year, | 

2, December 1678. That being informed, that ſeveral of 
the Titular Biſhops and Regular Clergy had not Obeyed the 
Proclamation of the 16th. O #ober laſt for their Depariure, 
there iflued a Circular Letter from the Lord Lieutenant and 
Councel, whereby all Juſtices of the Peace are Commanded 
to make diligent tearch after them, to Commit them to Pri- 
ſons, and to returne the Names of their Receivers and Har- 
bourors, that they may be proceeded againſt according to 
Law, | 

12. December 1678. Another Proclamation iflued, highly 
Reſenting the ſlackneſs of the Juſtices, and in Executing the 
late Proclamation for ſearching after and ſeizing of Arms, 
requiring therefore further fearch, and propoſing a Method 
for preventing forged Licenſes, and to look upon all that 
ſhould be Remiſs in their Duties as, Contemners of the Kings 
Authority, and to be proceeded againit as the Abettors of 
thoſe who diſturb the Peace. 

13. December 1678, Another Proclamation iſſued, taking 
Notice of a Leiter icattered ja the Streets of Dublin, intima- 
— a Conſpiracy againſt the life of the Lord Lieutenant, pro- 
miſing Protection aud Two hundred pound Reward unto the 
Diſcoverer. 

And it afterwards appeared, that one Fephſon 2 young 
Man perverted from his Religion by ſome Iriſh Prieſts was a 
party ingaged in that Deſign, and two Irifh Prieſts his Abet- 
tors therein were taken and put into Cuſtody, and their Ex- 
amin#tions Tranſmitted to the Councel here, and from thence 
ſent to the Houſe of Lords, 7 

There were two great Queſtions, and among othert un- 
der the ſerious Debate of the Lord Lieutenart and Councel,

ſome ſuppoſing that it might Conduce to the ſafety of the Eu- 
gliſb, it iuch heads were in Reſtraint, and that their Follow- 
ers would not then Preſume or Adventure to rung into Re- 
bellion: But upon ſerious Confideration, it was thought 
that ſuch a proceeding might rather quicken a Rebellion than 
prevent it, for the Numerous followers who depended upon 
their Maſters intereſt, and Authority for the ſupport of them. 
ſelves and their Families, being Angred and Aﬀeighted at rhe 
11] Uſage of their principals, and being looſened from all De- 
pendances might rather put themſelves upon ſome Unlawful 
way of living, by turning Tories, then inuuſt themſelves to 
the pleaſure of the Government, and in the Quality of Tories 
they would be equally Miſchievous, and Eſpecially to the 
Engliſh diſperſed in their Remote Dwellings, as a ſmall Re- 
bellion. 

Beſides, this further Reaſon did diſſwade the taking up theſe 
Chief Men as Hoſtages, for it their Followers were but few 
they could nor do the Engliſh much hurt as they are, but if 
Strong and Numerous, it would be Ealily in their Power to 
ſuppreſs ſo many Engliſh Gentiemen Living Remote, and 
ſcattered in the Country as would ſoon Redeem ſuch Hoſta- 
ges, and thereby render all the Charge and care of ſuch an 
Undertaking fruitleſs, and only ſerve to bread ill Blood, Sa 
that th e Lord Lieutenant bath in ſome Meaſure ſteered a dif- 
ferent Courſe, by ſhewing Civility, and giving good words to 
ſuch of the heads of the Iriſh, as come near him, whereby he 
finds out only whats doing amougſt their Dependents, and 
hath conceived this Method of Obviating Dangers, more ſafe 
rhan either by Rigor to Compel them, and their Followers to 
live always in Conjunction, and to talk of their Misfortunes, 
or by Impriſonment of ſo many of the Nobility of a Kingdom 
without Crimes objeded, or Commands from hence, incur 
the Senſure of Arbitrary proceedings, which are neither ſafe 
nor fit tor him to bear, 

Anorher pcint that hath been under Confideration before 
the Lord Lieutenant and Councel was, apropoſal for draining 
the Corporations, ( Eſpecially thole that are Garriſoned) 
from the Numbers of Iriſh Papiſts, that live amongſt the m, 
in Order to prevent any Surpiizs or private Conſpiracy,bur 
when it was Reflected on, that nowwithſtanding the ſeveral 
Orders and Proclamations that have from time tu time been 
iflved, from the Government, for the Repulſion of Iriſy In- 
habitants and Servants from the Townes and Garriſons, aud 
that 
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that very few in reſpe& of the Numbers complained of were 
Licenced to Return, it was manifcit that it was the Engliſh 
themſelves, who did in moſt places receive them in again tor 
their own Advantage, not knowing well bow to live without 
them, they wanted Servants, Tenants and Tradesmen, for of 
ſuch are theſe Numbers in the Town confticured, and the 
Triſh Papiſts ſupplied them with ſuch, and the Engliſh did not 
conceive this ſort of People to be ſo dangerous a» beneficial 
unto them, ſo that the Lord Lieuteuaat aud Councel, do on- 
ly forbear their expulſion in whole or in part, but for conveni- 
ency or gratification to the Engliſh, however it is certain, 
there can never be 2 true Remedy therein, as to the ſecurity 
and improvement of that Kingdom, unleſs by a large acc eſſi- 
on cf Engliſh and Proteftanss the1e, and until that (hall hap- 
pen, all other Trials upon theſe forts of Iriſh will be in a 
manner but to lay ſome Townes, and very much of the Lands 
of the Proteſtants quite waſted and untenanted. And yet it 
ſo fals out, that many on this fide, not Conſidering the Diſ- 
poſition of the Iriſh to the Engliſh, nor the difference «4 the 
Lawes there as to Capital and Pecuviary Mulcts, from what 
they are in England, do think many things are defeQive, be- 
cauſe they are not there Executed, as they are and may be 
Executed in this Kingdom, upon theſe and other Reaſons of 
weight, the two prop.fitions aforementioned were thought 
Impracticable. 

But the principal and preſent ſecurity of 1hat Kingdom, conþs. 
dering in the Ballancing the Numbers of Lriſh with a 8 uperiori- 
ij of Strength, and leaving them Naked and the Engliſh in 
Armes, the Lord Lieutenant and Councel did think fit to revive 
the Gommiſſion of Array, ſo that the Militia of that Kingdom 
hath been Rai ſed in all parts, and is now found in a beiter Con- 
dition than ever it was known 10 be, and to ſupply the Deſect of 
Armes for ſuch Militia, there were not only appointed ſome Mer- 
chants as publick undertakers to bring in Armes from abroad bus 
withal, not wholy to depend upon thi performance, the Lord 
Lieutenant hath procured & ſupply out of H Majeſties Stores bere 
of Powder and Armes to the Value of about Thirteen thouſand, 
which are now ddt u landed in lycland, and for payment of 
which, he himſelf ſtands ingaged to the Office of Ordinance bere, 
until a Parliament do meet in Ireland to make proviſion ſor 
things of this Importance, but ſurely to have proceeded with any 
degree of precipitation, while the Engliſh were ſo unſurniſhed 
had not been very prudential. 

As to His Majeſtles Forces in that Kingdom, they are well 
diſciplined and well paid, and it bat pleaſed His Maj-fly late- 
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ly to ſend over a Reenforcement of about 7200 men, and 
the Army is ſo diſtributed, as that the Cities (which ate the 
Garriſons of that Kingdom, ) are ſecured as well as it is poſſt- 
ble for the proportion of ſuch a Militia, and ſuch an Army to 
make them, there is all the diſcountenance given ro Maſs 
Houſes in all places, which the Laws of that Kingdom will 
bear, noris there Licence for Arms given to any but ſuch as 
need them, and for no more thaa is neceſſary for their ſecurl- 
ty againſt Tories, in their remote and ſcattered habitations, 
and far whole Loyalty and peaceable behavior the Lord 
Lieutenant is firſt iufficlently certified by ſome Proteſtants of 
Note. 

The Forts are in as good 4 (Cvndition 45 the Stores and the Re- 
venue of that Kingdom will allow, and perhaps ſomewhat better, 
but it i manifeſt much more is needful in every kind in caſe of 
Forraign :Antempts, and therefore ſeeing the charge of the Go- 
vernment, and the incomb of the Revenue ate jo exactij Ballan. 
ced by 4 ſetiled eftabliſhment, that it & not in the power of the L. 
Lieutenant to alter the -=_ and that no Money can be raiſed from 
the Subjeſt, but by AA of Parliament, therefore the Lord Lieu- 
tenant bath been long endeauoring is have 4 Parliament called, 
and to that end, ſeveral Bills were tran(mined ihe laſt Summer 
from the Lord Lieutenant and Councel, which now remain at the 
Councel Board bere, together with a large Repreſentation of the 
Stare of «Accounts, depending with the Lord Rannelaugh and 
by Partners, who were late undertakers for the Revenue of 1h.

Bur for the preſent, all things are there In full peace and 
quietneſs, and for further account of the preſent State of this 
Kingdom, and of what bath been done, or further reaſon of 
the particular here mentioned, or of any other thing which 
may have been left undone, there is no doubt but full ſatisfa- 
Rion by the Lord Lieutenant and Councel, when ſuch a pars 
ticular enquiry and demands are made, as ſhall be thought

The addition to the Title doth ſhew that the Amendments 
made by your Lordſhips to this Bill, do wholly alter the nature 
of it, and from a Bill cf Attainder have converted it into a 
Bill of Baniſnment, which the Commons cannot conſent to, 
for theſe Reaſons, 

1. That Bayiſhment is not the legal Judgement in Caſes of 
Treaſor,and the Earl of Danby being impeached by the Com- 
mons of high Treaſon, and fled trom Jnſtice, bath already 
confeſt the Charge, and therefore ought to have the judge- 
ment of high Treaſon for his puniſhment. 

2. That Baniſbment being not the puniſhment the Law 
inflicts upon theſe Crimes, the Earl of Danby might make uſe 
of this Remiſſion of bis ſentence as an Argument, that either 
the Commons were diſtruſtful of their proofs againſt him, or 
elſe that the Ciimes were not in themſelves of ſo high a Na- 
ture, as Treaſon.

What your Lordſhips Offered laſt conſerence, of not drawing 
into preſident the proccedings in the caſe of the Earl of Danby was 
miſtaken by us, we thought it meant only thi Parliament, not the 
Errors of the laft, in not calling the Earl of Danby to withdraw 
aſter the Articles of Impeachment read, and the not impri[oning 
him, which we are glad your Lordfſhips do us Fuſtice in, and find 
the Error in the proceedings of the laft Parliament. 

Mr. Vaughan again ſaid, that Fuſt:ce ſhould have it's courſe 
& the prime confideration, the Earl he ſtops all bimſelf, therefore 
he ſhould not have Benefit thereby, but ought 10 find that ꝓuſtice 
will be too hard for h Evaſiont.

This day being appointed for the Earl of Danby, to put in 
his Anſwer in writing to the Impeachment of the Houſe of 
Commons againſt him, his Lordſhip was brought to the Bar 
by the Lieutenant of the Tower, where baving knee led until 
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he was bid to ſtand up, the Lord Chancellor by dire &ions of 
the Houſe, demanded of the Earl of Danby bis Anſwer, whe 
delivered in a Parchment as his Plea and Anſwer, which was 
read as followeth. 


The Plea of Thomas Earl of Danby, late Lord 
Treaſurer of England, te the Articles of Impegc 
ment of bigh Treaſon, aud otber bigh Grimes and 
Micdemeaners and Offences exbibited againſt him, 
by the Name of Thomas Earl of Danby, Lord bib 
Treaſurer of England. | 

The (aid Earl laving and reſerving to himſelf, the Benefit 
of His Majelties Graticus Pardon by him hereunder pleaded; 
and which he humbly prayeth may be reſerved to him, my 

oteſtation lajth, that as to the ſaid Articles exhibited agai 

im,areſo general and uncertain,that he cannot make any par- 
ticular anſwer thereto,nor give any particular account thereof, 
ſo the ſaid Earl humbly conceiveth, and is adviſed by bis 
Councel, with bumble ſubmiſſion to your Lord(hips Judge- 
ments, that there is no particular charge of bigh Treaſon de- 
clared, by any Over: act, certainly Alledged in the ſaid Ar- 
ticles, nor any other Crime therein fo certainly Alledged, and 
ſet down, that the ſaid Earl can any way take iffue thereupon, 
or make Anſwer, or bis juſt and lawful Defence thereto and 
the ſaid Barl by proteſtation alſo ſaith, that it never entered 
into bis Heart, to Inctoach any Regal pewer to himſelf by a- 
ny ways or means wha: ſoever, much leſs by Treating in Mat- 
ters of War and Peace with any Forreign Prince, or Embaſ- 
ſador in his the ſaid Earls own Name, it it be ſo meant by the 
ſaid Articles; hut if it be meant by the ſaid Articles, that the 
{aid Earl ſo treated in His Majeſties Name, { 8s be bopeth 
it is), or gave inſtructions to His Majeſtics Embaſſadors a- 
broad, without communicating :he ſame to the Secretaries of 
State, and the reſt of His Majeſt es Councel, and agaluſt the 
Expreſs Declaraticn of His Majeſty and His Parljament, if 
any particular inſtance thereot had been laid down in the laid 
Articles, the ſaid Ear] could have given a particular account 
thereof; and the ſaid Earl by proteſtation alſo ſaith, that 
waarſocyer the ſaid Earl aRed in ſuch Aﬀaires, was by the 
Advice ar 6 Privity of His Majeſties Councel and Secretaries 
of State, or by His Majeſties own Expreſs command or direQe 
ions, it perhaps the lame were not made known to the Coun» 
cel or Secreraries ef state; the ſaid Earl alſo, by proteſtation 
lzüh, that be neyer indeavored any Subverſion of the Gos 
ye1ament, nor had he ever any ſuck Defignas in th: Articles 
F is 
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hs Alledged, nor did he continue the Army when raiſed, nor 
was it ia bis Power ſo to do, but as the Money granted by 
Parliament for disbanding the Army came into His Majefties 
Exchequer, the ſaid Earl being then Lord Treaſurer, ſigned 
Warrants for payment of the Money, and every part of it, o- 
ver to the Pay. maſter general to be paid for his Disbanding of 
the ſaid Army, and took Receipts of him Accordingly, as 
likewiſe ſecurity from him of 400000 Pounds, according to 
the intent and meaning of the Act of Parliament in that be- 
balf, as by the ſaid Warrants, Receipts and Security it doth 
and may appear; whereby the ſaid Earl did all that in him 
lay, that the Money ſhould not be misimployed, ſo that no 
fault can juſtly be imputed to him on that Affair. 

The ſaid Earl by Proteſtation likewiſe ſaith, that he never 
Propoſed or Negotiated for any Peace, for the French King 
on any terms whatſoever, nor had he ever any ſuch Traiter- 
ous or Wicked Deſigns, Intents or Purpoſes, as are mention- 
ed ; nor did he ever receive any Money at all from the French 
King, or by his directions to or tor any purpole whatſoever, 
nor did he ever Attempt or Indeayor to procure any ſum of 
money wharſoever, either great or ſmall, for the car:ying 
on or maintaining of any ſuch wicked or ill Deſign or Pur- 
poſe, as Is charged upon him, 

But whatſoe ver he propoſed or negotiated in any Affairs or 
Matters, relating to Peace or War, the ſame was with His 
Majcſtles Command, privity and direction, and not other. 
wiſe, and wichour any Trajterous cr ill Defign and Purpoſe, 
The ſaid Earl furthermore by Proteſtation ſaith, that be can- 
not poſſibly imagine the reaſon, where fore he ſhould be Po- 
piſhiy affected, be having always been educated in, and a 
Proteſſor of the true Proteſtant Religion Eſtabliſhed in the 
Church of England, and is no way conſcious to himſelf, of 
bis having acted any thing contrary thereto , or tending ia the 
leaſt to the prejudice or ſubverſion thereof, which might give 
any juſt cauſe of ſuſpition of bis being Popiſhly affected, as is 
alleadged. And as to any concealment of the late Plot and 
Conſpiracy, againſt His Majeſties Perſon and Government, 
after he had notice thereof, the ſaid Earl by Proteſtation ſaith, 
that about the middle of Ayguff laſt (which was the firſt time 
the ſaid E. ever bad any the leaft notice of it, His Majeſty ſent 
the ſaid Earl ſome Papers, which were ſealed up, and did at 
the ſame time ſend the ſaid Earl word, that one Kerby and 
Dr. Tonge would come and (peak with the ſaid Earl abcurt the 
ſaid Papers, after which His Majeſty expected to bear more 
of the ſaid matter from the ſaid Earl at Vindſor, whether be 
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was then new gone. And within a day or two the ſaid Kerby, 
did bring the {aid Dr. Tonge to the ſaid Earl, and the ſaid Earl 
ſhewing the Doctor the ſaid Papers, he told the ſaid Earl, that 
theſe were the ſame Papers he had delivered to the King, 'who 
told the ſaid Dr, that he would ſend the ſaid Earl rhe Papers, 
and had commanded him the ſaid Doctor, to wait upon the 
ſaid Earl about the ſame, be the ſaid Doctor alſo told the ſaid 
Earl, at the ſame time, that the ſaid Papers were but Cop- 
pics, and that the Originals of thoſe Papers, which are in his 
Cult. dy had bren put under the door of his chamber, and 
that he did not then know who was Author of the Originals, 
bur gueſſ:d at one who was molt likely to be the Author, but 
would not name any Body. In ſome ſhort time after the Dr. 
came to the ſaid Earl again, with an additional Paper to the 
f. rmer, and then told the ſaid Earl, he had met with the 
Man he ſuppoſed to be the Author, who had owned himſelf 
to be ſo, and had given him an additional Paper, of which 
that he then gave the ſaid Ear] was a true Copy, but theſſaid 
Author would not have his name known, nor nis hand ſeen by 
any, but the Doctor himſelf, becauſe he feared he might be 
in great danger, if the Jeſuits ſhould know of him. The ſaid 
Earl then went Immeaiatly to His Majeſty to Windſor, and 
then gave him an account of what had paſſed, and ſo he the 
ſaid Earl did as often as Dr. Tonge, (with whom only the ſaid 
Earl had any conference about the matter), gave him any 
further Information; and doubterb not but His Majeſty out of 
his Royal Goodneſs and Juſtice, will clear the ſaid Ear] in 
this particular; and the ſaid Earl by further Prote ſtation ſaith, 
that be made ſeveral applications, and was very importunate 
with His Mijeſty, he might have liberty to make known the 
ſam? to others of His Majeſties Councel, but could not ob- 
taia liberty ſo to do, wherefore the ſajd Earl his not revealing 
of ſuch notice to others, ought to be attributed to his duty and 
not to any favor of Popery, or any other ill intent or defign 
whatſoever z and by Proteſtation alſo ſaith, that he had no 
other notice of the ſaid Plot, then what was afterwards given 
publickly to the ſaid Earl, and the reſt of His Majeſties Coun- 
cel rogerher ; neither bath the ſaid Earl at any time ſuppreſ- 
ſed any Evidence, or reproachfully or otherwiſe diſcountenan- 
ced the King«sWirneſſes, in diſcovery of the Plot, but cn the con- 
tray, was the mvit active Perſon in cauſing the Papers of 
Coleman to be ſe zed, whereby great part of the Plot was diſ- 
covered, And the ſaid Earl did deliver all the ſaid Papers to 
the Rcivy Councel, and the ſame were tranſmitted thence to 
the Parliament, where the ſaid Ea:1 conceiveth they now re- 
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maing and the ſaid Earl by proteſtation further ſaith, that he 
believeth neere the ſum mentioned. within the ſpace of three 
Years} though not within the time in the Charge mentioned, 
hath been iſſued out of His Majefſties Treaſury, upon and by 
vertue of Privy Seals for ſecret Service; and that upon ſuch 
Privy Seals, many confiderable ſums of mouey have been paid 
for. publick uſes, ſuch paymems being ofrentimes made, both 
for laving Charge ot new Privy Seals, and to ſave a great part 
of the Fees of the Exchequer, but what part of the ſaid Mo- 
neys is meant to be paid for unreceflary Penſions, the ſaid 
Earl kndweth not, but by proteſtation ſaith, that all the ſaid 
Moneys were iſſued out by him by legal Warrant, and accor= 
ding to the uſual courſe in ſuch caſes; and what branch of His 
Majeſties Revennue was at any time diverted,out of the known | 
Method and Government ob the Excbequer, the ſaid Earl 
knoweth not, he the ſaid Earl during all the time he had the 
Honor to ſerve His Majeſty, in the Office of Lord high Trea- 
ſurer, having taken all the care he could, that all and every 
Branch of His Majeſties Revennue, ſhould be duly brought 
into the Exchequer, and iſſued out by Tallies ſtruck in the 
Ordinary-and Uſuai manner, as he doubted not but will ap- 
prar upon inſpection there'f, and. of the Accomprs taken 
thereof, and fill remaining. in the ſaid Exchequer. And the 
Eail by proteſtation knoweth not, which of His Majeſties 
Commiſſioners are meant to have been put out of their Offi» 
ces, there having been divers Commiſſioners removed, in ſe- 
veral Offices of the Revennue, but ſure he is, that he did not 
remove or procure any to be temoved, for any ſuch Reaſon 
as is Alledged, but where Commiſſioners were conſtituted by 
Commiſſion in an Office, during the Kings pleaſure, as all 
Commiſſioners for managing any part of His Majefties Re- 
vennue are, if His Majeſty were pleaſed upon any Occaſion, 
and leave any of the former- Commiſſioners out of the new 
Commiſſion, the ſaid Earl hopeth he hath not auy ways Of- 
fended therein zand the ſaid Earl by proteſtation further ſaith, 
that he muſt needs acknowledge, that be ſerved a moſt grati- 
ous and bountiful Royal Maſter, who was Gratiouſly pleaſed 
freely to Confer his Bounty upon the ſaid Earl, Yer the ſaid 
Earl ſaith, that he hath not during the time ot ſerving His 
Majeſty, in the ſaid Office, gained any ſuch Conſiderable 
Eſtate, as ſhould Render bim ſuſpected of uſing any ill means 
for the Obtaining of it, many of h predeceſſots in that Office 
having geined jn leſs time, more confiderable and far grea- 
ter Eltates by it, then the ſaid Earl hath, and yet were ne- 
ver Accuſed for uſing any indirect or ill Means, in Obtaining 
or 
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or Procuring the fame. Aud further the Earl by proteſiation 
ſajth, that he never uſed any indirect Means whatſoever, nor 
by any indire& Means procured from His Majeſty, any Guife 
or Grant whatſoever, nor ; he in the leaſt knowing or ſenſi- 
ble, that be hath Ottended againſt any Act of Parliament in 
that behalf; bur for that the (aid Earl is ſenſible of his own 
Weaknefs, in the Management of ſo great an Office and Im- 
ployment ; and that although, he knoweth his Heart to be 
ſincere, having never Admitted a thought into it, leading 
either to Treaſon, or any other Crime agaioft His Majeſty, 
the Government, or Religion Eſtabliſhed ; yet that he may 
have Erred our of Ignorance, or want of under ſtanding, or 
ability to manage an Office of ſo great truſt, wherein His 
Majeſty was pleaſed to place him; and for that he canuot 
foreſee, what Misinterpretation or ſevere conſtruction may be 
put upon any of bis actions, in a place of ſo great truſt, and 
chiefly, that he may not feem to wave His Majeſtics Grace 
and Favor to him, the ſaid” Earl for Plea faith, and bumbly 
Offereth to your Lordſhips, as to all and Every the ſaid 
Crimes, Freaſons, Misdemeanors and Offences contained, 
or mentioned in the laid Articles; that after the ſaid Arti- 
cles exhibited, namely, the firſh day of March now laſt paſt, 
the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty by bis moſt Gratious Let- 
ters Patents of Pardon, under his great Seal of England, 
bearing date at Weſtminſter the taid ſu ſt day of March, in the 
3 th. Year of his Reign, and here into this molt high and ho- 
norable Court produced, under the ſaid great Seal of his E- 
ſpecial Grace, certain knowledge, and meer Motion, bath 
Pardoned, Remiſed and Releaſed to him, the ſaid Thomas 
Earl of Danby, all and all manner of Treafons, Mispriſions of 
Treafons, Inſurrections, Rebellions, Fellonies, Exactlons, 
Oppreſſions, publication of words, Mispriſions, Confederas, 
cies, Concealments, Negligences, Omiſſions, Offences, 
Crimes, Contempts, Misde meanors and Treſpaſſes whatſo- 
ever, by himſelf alone, or with any other Perſon or Perſons, 
or by any other, by the Command, Advice, Aſſent, Conſent

ny of them did, or ſhould touch, or concern the Perſon of 
His ſaid Majeſty, or any of his publick Negotiations whatſo. 
ever; and His Majeſties affaires with Forreign Embaſſadors, 
ſcat to his faid Majeſty, or by nut rightly Proſecuting His 
| Majeſties 
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Majeſtes inſtructlons, and Commands to his Embaſſadors, 
refiding on His M2jeſties behalf in forreign Parts, and alſo, 
all and fingular Acceſſors to the ſaid premiſſes and every of 
them, although he the ſaid Thomas Earl of Danby, were or 
were not of the ſaid Premiſſes, or any of them Indicted, Im- 
ached, Appealed, Accuſed, Convicted, Adjudged, Out- 
awed, Condemned or Attainted; and all and fingular In- 
ditments, Impeachments, Inquifitions, Informations, Bx= 
egents, judgements, Attainders, Outlawries, Convictions, 
Executions, Pajos of Death, corporal Puniſhments, Impri- 
ſonments, Forfeitures, Puniſhments, and all other Pains and 
Penalties whaſoever, for the ſame or any of them, and all 
and all Manner of Suits, Complaints, Impeachments and 
Demands whatſoever, which His ſaid Majefty, by reaſon of 
the premiſſes or any of them then had, or for the future ſhould 
have, or his Heirs or Succeſſots, any way could have after- 
wards againſt him the ſaid Thomas Earl of Danby.

dorned with his Crown and Regal Robes and Orna- 
naments, the Peers being alſo in their Robes, commanded 
the Gentleman Uther of the Black Rod, to give notice to the 
Houſe of Commons, that they preſently attend His Maje- 
ſty, the Commons being come with their Speaker, His Ma.

your zeal, but lead it.

Then the Lord Chancellor ſpake as fol- 
loweth, 


My Lords, and you the Knights Citi- 
zens and Burgeſſes of the Houſe of 
Commons, 


That Royal Care which His Majeſty hath tak- 
en for the General quiet and ſatisfaction of all 
his Subjects, is now more evident by theſe new 
and freſh inſtances of it, which 1 have in com- 
mand to open to you. 

His Majeſty hath conſidered with Himſelf, 
that tis not enough your Religion and Liberty 
is ſecure during his own Reign, but he thinks he 
owes it to his People, to do all that in him 
lyes, that theſe Bleſſings may be tranſmitted 
to your poſterity, and ſo well ſecured to them, 
that no ſucceſſion in after ages may be able to 
make the leaſt alteration, 

And therefore His Majeſty, who hath often 
ſaid in this place, that he is ready to conſent 
to any Laws of this kind, ſo as the ſame ex- 
tend not to alter the deſcent of the Crown. in 
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a right line, nor to defeat the ſucceſſion, hath 
now commanded this to be further explained. 

And to the end it may never be in the pow- 
er of any Papiſt, if the Crown deſcend upon 
him to make any change, either in Church or 
State ; I am commanded to tell you, that His 
Majeſty is willing, that Proviſion may be made, 
firſt to diſtinguiſh a Popiſh from a Proteſtant Suc- 
ceſſor, then ſo to limit and circumſcribe the Au- 
thority of a Popiſh Succeſſor, in theſe caſes fol- 
lowing, that he may be diſabled rodo any harm. 

Firſt, in reference to the Church, His Majeſty 
is content that care be taken, that all Eccleſi- 
aſtical and Spiritual Benefices and promotions 
in the guift of the Crown, may be conferred 
in ſuch manner, as we may be ſure the incum- 
bents ſhall always be of the moſt Pious and 
Learned Proteſtants; and that no Popiſh Suc- 
ceſſor while he continues ſo, may have any 
Power to controul ſuch preſentments. In refe- 
rence to the ſtate and Civil part of the Govern- 
ment, as it is already provided, that no Papiſt 
ſha!l fit in either Houſe of Parliament, ſo the 
King is pleaſed, that it be provided too, that 
there may never want a Parliament when the 
King ſhall happen to dye, but that the Parlia- 
ment then in being may continue indiſſolvable 
for a competent time, or if there be no Parlia- 
ment in being, then the laſt Parliament which 
was in being before that time, may reaſſemble 
and ſit a competent time without any new Sum- 
mons or Elections. 


And as no Papiſt can by law hold any place 
of Truſt, ſo the King is content that it may be 
further provided, that no Lords or others of the 
Privy Councel, no Judges of the Common Law 
or 
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or in Chancery, ſhall at any time during the 
Reign of any Popiſh Succeſſor be put in, of 
diſplaced, but by the Authority of Parliament, 
and that care alſo be taken, that none but ſin- 
cere Proteſtants may be Juſtices of the Peace. 

In reference to the Military part, the King 
is Willing, that no Lord Lieutenant, or Depy- 
ty Lieutenant, nor no Officer in the Navy du- 
ring the Reign of any Popiſh Succeſſor be put 
in or removed, but either by Authority of Par- 
liament, or of ſuch Perſuns the Parliament ſhall 
intruſt with ſuch Auchority. 

'Tis hard to invent another reſtraint to be pur 
upon a Popiſh Succeſſor, confidering how much 
the Revenue will depend upon conſent of Par- 
liament, and how impoſſible it 1s to raiſe Mo- 
ney without ſuch conſent, but yet, if any thing 
elſe can occur to the Wiſdom of the Parliament, 
which may further ſecure Religion and Liberty 
againſt a Popiſh Succeſſor, without defeating 
the right of Succeſſion its ſelf, His Majeſty will 
moſt readily conſent to it. 

Thus watchful is the King of all your ſafe- 
ties, and if he could think of any thing elſe, 
that you do either want or wiſh to make you 
happy, he would make it his buſineſs to effect 
it for you. 

God Almighty long continue this. Bleſſed U- 
nion, between the King and his Parliament and 
People.

Andi this ſhall be a ſufhcient Warrant on that behalf. 

The Houſe took into conſideration the Amendments to the

mons, that that was all they had in Command to ſay, 

To which the Commons anſwered, that fince the Lords 
have not thought fit to give ſuch ſatisfactory Anſwers to the 
propolitions, formerly made by them as they required, they 
have received [nſt:utions from the Houſe, to give no Anſwer 
to the Propoſitions made by the Lords, till the Commons for- 
mer Propofitions be Anſwered, 

Thar the Lords Committees mer the Committee of the 
Houſe of Commons again this Morning, where the Commons 
ſaid, that they had received Inſttuctions this Morning from 
their Houſe, ro propoſe to the Lords, whether they be yet im- 
powered to give any Anſwer to the propoſitions made by the 
Commons, 
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Commons, touchiag the Lords Spiritual, and the Tryal of the 
Pardon of the Earl of Danby, and to acquaint the Lords that 
they cannot give any Anſwer to the Propofitions, made by 
their Lordſhips preparatorily to the Tryal, until thoſe matters 
be adjuſted. 

To which the Lords Anſwered, that they are not yet Im-

The Houſe was Adjourned during pleaſure, and the Lords

The Lord Prefident Reported, that the Lords have deliver- 
ed their Lordſhips Reſolutions to the amendments in the Bill, 
concerning the liberty of the Subject to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, who after lore diſcourſe ſaid; they would acquaine 
the Houſe of Commons therewith, and receive their direQi- 
ons therein, 

A Meſſage was brought from the Houſe of Commors by 
Sir Fobn Trever, Cc. to deſite a Conference upon Matters of 
great Importance to the Kingdome, and for preſerving a good 
Correipond:nce between the two Houſes, 

The Anſwer returned was, that the Lords agree to a Con- 
ference as is deſired, and appoint the ſame to be preſently in 
- the Painted Chamber. 

The Houfe was Adjourned,and the Lords went to the Con- 
ference, which being ended, the Houſe was Reſumed. 

The Lord Prefident Reported , the effect ot the Con- 
ference with the Houſe »f Commons (vix) 

The Commons have always defired, that a good correſ- 
pondence may be preſerved between the two Houles, 

There is now depending between your Lordſhips and the 
Commons, a Matter of the greateſt weight, in the Tranſ- 
action of which, your Lordſhips ſeem to apprebend ſome diffi. 
culty in the matters propoſed by the Commons. 

Toclear this, the Commons bave defired this Conference, 
and by it they hope, to manage to your Lordſhips, that the 
propolitions of the Houſe of Commons made by their Com- 
mittee, 
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mittee; in relation to the Tryal of the Lords in the Tower; 
hare been only ſuch as are well Warranted by the Laws of 
Parliament, and conſtitution of the Government, and in no 
ſort entreth upon the Judicature of the Peers, but are molt 
neceſſary to be inſiſted upon, that the Antlent Rights of Par- 
liament may be maintained. 

The Commons readily acknowledge, that the Crimes 
Charged upon the Earl of Pow, Viſcount Stafford, Lord 
Petre, Lord Arundel of Warder, and Lord Bellafs, are of 
deep Guilt, and call for ſpeedy Juſtice, but withal, they bold 
any Change in Judicature in Parliament, mage without con- 
ſent in full Parliament to be of pernicious conſequence, both 
to His Majeſty and His Subjects, and conceive tbemſelves ob- 
liged, to tranſmit to their Poſterity, all the Rights, which 
of this kind they have received from their Anceſtors, and by 
putting your Lordſhips in mind of the progreſs, that has al- 
ready been between the two Houſes, in relation to the propo- 
ſitious made by the Commons, and the reaſonableneſs of the 
propoſitions themſelves; they doubt not but to make ir appear, 
their aime has been no otber than to avoid ſuch Conſequence, 
and to preſerve that right, and that there is no delay of Ju» 
Rice on their parts, and to that end, do offer to your Lod- 
ſhips, the enfuing Reaſons and Narrative. 

That the Commons (in bringing the Earl of Danby to Ju. 
Rice, and in diſcovery of that Execrable and Traiterous Con- 
ſpiracy, (of which the Five Lords now ſtand Impeached, and 
for which ſome of their wicked accomplices ; have already 
undergone the Sentence ef the I aw, as Traitors and Murder- 
ers, ) have labored under many great difficulties, as is not un- 
known to your Lordſhips. 

Nor is it leſs known to your Lordſhips, that upon the Im- 
peachment of the Houſe of Commons, againft the Earl of 
Danby for High Treaſon, and other bigh Crimes and Miſde- 
meanors and Offences, even the Common Juitice of ſeque- 
ſtring him from Parliament, and for:hwith committing bim 
to ſafe Cuſtody, was then required by the Commons, and 
denyed by the Houſe of Peers, though he then fat in your 
Houſe, of which your Lordſhips have been ſo {enbble, that 
ata free Conference the temh of April laſt, your Lordſhips 
declared, that it was the right of the Commons, aid well 
Warranted by Preſidents of former Ages, that upon an I m= 
peachment cf the Commons, a Peer {» Impeached ought of 
right to be Ordered to wii hdraw, and then to be committed; 
and had ust that Jiſtice been denyed tothe Commons, a 
great pa: t of this Sc ſſion of Parliament, which hath been ſpent 

in 
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in framing and adjuſting a Bill, for cauſing the Earl of Danby 
to appear and anſwer that Juſtice, from which he was fled, 
had been ſaved, and bad been imployed for the preſervation 
of His Majeſties Perſon, and the ſecurity of the Nation, and 
in Proſecution of the other Five Lords, neither had he had 
the opportunity of procuring of himſelf, that Illegal Pardon, 
which bears date the firſt of March laſt paſt, and which he hath 
now Pleaded in Bar of his Impeachment, nor of waſting ſo 
great a prop ttion of the treaſure of the Kingdom, as he 
bath done, ſince the Commons exhibited their Articles of 
Impeachment againſt him, 

After which time thus loſt, by reaſon of the denyal of that 
Juftice, which of right belonged ro the Commons upon the 
Lmpeachment, the ſaid Bill being ready for their Royal Al. 
ſent, the ſald Earl then rendered himſelf, and by your Lord- 
ſhips Order of the <ixteenth of April laſt, was committed to 
the Tower, after which he pleaded the ſaid Pardon, and be- 
ing preſt, did at length declare he would rely upon and abide 
by that Plea ; which Pardon Pleaded, being Illegal and void, 
and ſo ought net to barr, or prelude the Commons from hav- 
ing Juſtic c upon their Impeachment, they did thereupon, with 
their Speaker on the F:tth of May Lnitant, in the name of 
themſelves and all the Commons of England, demand Judg- 
ment againſt the lad Earl upon their Impeachment, not 
doubting, but that your Lordſhips did intend al your proceed- 
ings upon the Impeachment, to follow the uſual courſe and 
Proceedings of Parliament, J 

Bur the Commons were not a little ſurprized, by the Meſ- 
ſage from your Lordthips, delivered on the 9th. of May, 
thereby 2cquainting them, that as well the Lords Spiritual as 
Temporal, has Ordered, that the tenth of May inſtant ſhould 
be the day for hearing the Eat] of Danby, to make good bis 
Plea of Pardon, aud that on the thirteenth of May, the other 
Five Loids | mpeac hed ſhould be brought to their Tryal, and 
that your Lordſhips had Addrefſed to H's Majeſly, for nam- 
ing of a Lord High Steward, as well in the caſe of the Earl 
of Danby, as the other Five Lords. 

Upon Conſideration of this Meflage, the Houſe of Com- 
mons found, that the admitting the Lords Spiritual ro exer- 
cile Juriſdiction in theſe Caſes, was an Alteration in the ju- 
dicature in Parliament, and which extended as well to the 
proceedings againſt the Five Lords, as the Earl«t Danby ; 
and if a Lord High Steward ſhould be neceſſary on Impeach- 
ments of the Commons, the Power of Judicature in Parlia- 
ments upon Impeachments might be defeated, by Sulpending 

or 
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or denying a Com miſſion to conſtitute a Lord High Stew- 
ard. 

And that the ſaid days of Tryal, appointed by your Lord. 
ſhips were ſo near to the time of the ſaid Meſſage, chat theſe 
matters, aad the Methods of proceedings upon the Tryals, 
could not be adjuſted by conference, between the two Houſes 
before the days ſo nomigated, and conſequently the Cu m- 
mons could not then proceed to Tryal, unleſs the zeal they 
had for ſpeedy Judgment agaiaſt the Earl of Danby, that fo 
they might procted to the Tryal of the other Five Lords, 
ſhould induce them at this JunRure, both to admit the en- 
largeiffent of your Lordfhips Juriſdi&ion, and to fit down un- 
der theſe or any hardſhips, (though with the hazard of all 
the Commons Power of Impeaching for time to come rather 
than the Tryal of the Five Lords ſhould be deferred for ſome 
ſhort time, whilſt thele matters might be agreed on and ſet- 
led. 
For reconciling differences in the ſe zreat and Weighty Mat- 
ters, and for ſaving that time, which would neceſſarily have 
been ſpent in debates, at Conferences betwixt the two Hou. 
ſes, and for expediting the Tryals, without giving up the Pbw. 
er of Impeachments, or rendring them ineffectual, the Com- 
mons thought fit to propoſe to your Lordſhips, that a Com- 
mittee of both Houſes might be appointed for this purpoſe, at 
which Commitee when agreed to by your Lordſhips; it was 
Firſt propoſed, that the time of Trial of the Lords in the 
Tower might be put off, til] other matters were Adjutted; and 
it was then agreed, that the propoſitino as to time of Trial, 
ſould be the laſt thing conſidered, and the Effect ot this A- 

rec ment ſtands Reported, upon your Lordſhips Books, 

Atter which, the Commons communicated to your Lord. 
ſhips by your Committee a Vote of theirs ( viz. ) that the 
Committee of the Commons ſhould inſiſt upon the former 
Vote of their Houſe that the Lords Spiritual ought not to 
have any Vote in the proceedings againſt the Lords in the 
Tower, and that when that matter ſhould be ſetled, and the 
Methods of pioceedings adjulted, the Commons would then 
be ready to proceed upon the Tryal of the Pardon of the Earl 
of Danby, againſtwhom before, they had demanded Judg- 
ment, and afterwards to the Tryal of the other Five Lords in 
the Tower, Which Vote extended, as well to the Earl of Dan- 
by, as the other Five Lords, but the Commons have as yet 
received nothing from your Lordſhips, towards an Anſwer of 
that Vote, ſave that, y ur Lordſhips have acquainted them, 
that the Biſhops baye aK d leave of the Houſe of Peers, that 


they 
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they might withdraw themſelves, from the Tryal of the ſaid 
Five Lords, with the liberty of entring their uſual Protefta- 
tion. 

And though he Commons Committee, bave almoſt dayly 
declared to your Lordſhips Cemmittee, that that was a ne- 
cefſary point of Right to be ſetled, betore the Trials, and 
Offered to debate the ſame; your Committee always an- 
ſwered, that they had not ary pcwer from your Lordſhips, 
either to confer upon, or to give any anſwer concernirg that 
Matter. 

And yet your Lerdſhips, without baving given the Com- 
mons ary latisfaQory anſwer to the ſaid Vote, or permitting 
ary conterence or debate thereupon, and contrary to the ſaid 
agreement, did on Thurſday the 2210. of May, ſend a Meſſage 
to the Commons, declaring the Lords Spiritual as well as 
Temporal, had Ordered, that the 27 of this inſtant May be 
appointed for the Trials of the hve Lords, 

So that, the Commons cannot but apprehend, that your 
Lordſhips have not only departed, from what was agreed on, 
and in effect, laid aſide that Committee, which was confti- 
tuted for preſerving a good underſtanding betwixt the two 
Houſes, and better diſpatch of the weighty Affaits now de. 
pending in Parliament, but muſt alſo needs conclude from 
the ſaid Meſſage, and the Vote of your Lord ſhips on the 14th. 
of May, that the Lords Spiritual have a Right to fit in Court, 
till the Cuurt proceeds to the Vote cf Guilty or not Guilty, 
and from the Biſhops asking leave (as appears by ycur Lord- 
ſhips Books two days after yuur ſaid Vote, ) that they might 
wirhd aw themlcives, from the Itiahof the (aid five Lords, 
with liberty of entering their uſval proteftation, and by their 
perfilting ſtill ro go on, and g ve their Votes in proceedings, 
upon the [mpeachments z that their defire of leave to with- 
draw at the ſaid Trial, is only an evaſive anſwer to the betore 
mentioned Vote of the Commons, and chic fly Intended as 
an Algument, fora Right of Judicature ir proceedirgs upon 
Impeachments, and as a reſerve to judge upon the Earl of Dan 
byes plea ot Pardon, and upon theſe, and other like Impeach- 
ments, although no ſuch Power was ever claimed by their 
predeceſſors, bur it is utterly denied by the Commons. 

Ard the Commons are tbe rather induced to believe it ſo 
intended, becauſe the vety a:king leave to withdraw, ſeems 
to imploy a Kight to be there, and that they cannot be abſent 
without it, and becauſe by this way they would have it in their 
Power, whether or no for the future, either in the Earl of 
Danbyes caſe, or any other, ihey will ever ask leave to be ab- 
lent 
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ſent, and the Temporai Lords a like power of denying leave, 
if that ſhould once be admitted neceſſary, the Commons are 
therefore Ovliged, not to proceed tothe Trial of any of the 
Lords the 27th. of this inſtant May, but to adhere to their a» 
foreſaid Vote, & for their ſo dving,befides what hath been now, 
and formerly by them ſaid to your Lordſhips, do Offer theſe 
realons following. 

1, Becauſe, your Lordſhips have received the Eat] of Dan- 
bys Plea of Pardon, with a very long and uſual proteſtation, 
wherein he hath aſperſed His Majeity with falſe ſuggeſtions, 
as if His Majelty had commanded or courtenanced the Criwes 
be (lands charged with, and particularly ſuppreſſing and diſ- 
couraging the diſcovery of the plot, and indeavoring to in- 
troduce an arbitrary and tyrannical Way of Government, 
which remains as a ſcandal upon record againſt Hi. Majeſty, 
tending ro render his Perſon and Goverament odious to his 
Peop:e, againſt which it ought to be the firſt and principal 
Cate of both Houſes to vindicate His Majeſty, by doing Ju- 
Rice upon the {aid Earl, 

2. The ſetii g up a Pardon, to be a Bar of an Impeach- 
men:, defeats the wnole uſe and effect of Impeachments,and 
ſhould this poiut be admitted, or ſtand doubted, it would 
totally dilcourage the exhibiting any for the future, whereby 
the chiet Inſtitut ion for the preſervation of the Government, 
(and conſequently the Government it ſelf, would be deſtroy- 
ed ) and therefore the cale of the ſaid Earl, ( which in con- 
ſequence concerns all Impeachments whatſoever, ) ought to 
be determined, before that of the ſaid hve Lords, which is 
bur their particular caſe, 

And without reſorting to any Authorities of greater Anti- 
quity, the Commons deſire your Lordſhips to take notice, 
(wick the ſame regard they do) of the declaration, which 
that excellent Prince Charles the fiſt of bleſſed Memory 
made in this behalf, in his anſwer to the 19, Propoſitions of 
both Houſes of Parliament, wherein ſtating the ſeveral pacts 
of this regulated Monarchy ; be ſaies the King, the Houſe of 
Lords, and the Houſe of Commons have each particular 
Priviiedges, and amongſt thole which belong to the King, 
he reckons power cf pardoning, after the enumerating of 
which, aud others his Perogatives, His Majeſty adds thus 
again, that the Prince may not make uſe of the high and per- 
petual Power, to the hurt of thoſe, for whoſe good he bath 
it, and make uſe of the name of publick Neceflity,for the gain 
his private Favorits, and Followers, to the detriment ct his 
people; the Houſe of Commoas (an excellent Conſerver of 
liberty 
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Liberty c.) is ſolely Intrufted with the firſt Propofitionss 
concerning the levying of moneys, and for the impeaching if 
thoſe, who for theit own ends (though counteranced by any 
ſurreptitiouſly gotten Command of the King, have violated 
that Law) which is bound, when he koows it to protect, and 
to the Protection of which they were bound, to adviſe him ar 
leaſt not to ſerve him in the contrary, * and the Lords being 
truſted with a judicatory Power, are an excellent Skreen and 
Back, between the Prince and the People, to aſſiſt each a- 
gainſt any Incroachments of rhe others, and by ſuch Judge- 
ments to preſerve that Law, which cught to be the Rule of 
every one of the three Cc.; therefore the power legally 
placed in both Houſes, is more than ſufficient to prevent and 
reſtrain the Power of Tyranny Cc. 

3 . Until the Commons of England have right done them 
againſt this Plea of Pardon, they may juſtly apprehend, that 
the whole Juſtice cf the Kingdom in the caſe of the five Lords 
may be Obſtructed, and Deteated by pardons of like nature. 

1. An tmpeachment is vertually rhe Voice of every parti. 
cular Subject of this Kingdom, crying out : gainit an Oppreſſi- 
on, by which every member of that body is equally wounded, 
and it will prove a matter ct ill Conſequence that the univer- 
ſality of the Veople, ſhould have Occaſion miniſtered and 

continued to them, to be apprehenſiye of urmoſt Danger from 
the Crown, from whence they of right expe& Protection. 

5. The Commons exhibited Articles of Impeachment, 2- 
gainſt the ſaid Earl before any againſt the other five Lo,ds, 
and demanded Judgement upon thoſe Articles, whereupon 
your Lordlhips having appointed the Trial of the ſaid Earl, to 

be before that of the other hve Lords; knew your Lord ſhips 
have ſince inverted this Order, gives a great cauſe of deubt 
tothe Houſe of Commons, and raiſes a jealouhe in the hearts 
of all the C mmons of England, that if they ſhould proceed 
to the Trial of the {aid hve Lords, in the firſt place, not only 
Juſtice will be Obſtructed in the caſe of thaſe Lords, but that 
they ſhall never have right done them in the Matter of this 
Plea of Pardon, which is of fo fatal confequence ro the whole 
Kingdom, and a new device to fruſtrate publick Juſtice in 
Patllament. 

Which reaſons and matters being duly weighed by your 
Lordſhips, the Com men: doubt nor, but you Lordihip« will 
receive latisfaftion concerning their Propuſitions, and Pro. 
ceeedings, and will agree, that rhe Commons oughr nor, 
nor can without deſerting their truſt, depart from: thcir for- 
mer Vote communicated to your Lordſh ps. 

That 
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That the Lozds Spiritual, ought not to have any Vote In 
any Proceedings againſt the Lords in the Tower, and when 
that Matter ſhall be ſetled, and the Methods of Proceeding: 
adjuſſed, he Commons ſhall then be ready to proceed upon the 
Trial of the Pardon of the Earl of Danby, { againtt whom 


they have already demanded Juſtice) and Ifterwards to the 
Trial of the other five Lords in ihe Tower,
